January 6, 1964 
The City Council of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, met in regular session and was 
called to order by Mayor Bowerman. 
Present Councilmen Baryames, Belen, 
Bradshaw, Buhl, Dean, Milks, Perrin, 
Potter—8. 


Absent: None. 


The Clerk announced that a quorum of 
the Council was present. 


Invocation was given by Monsignor 
Slowey of the Catholic Diocese. 


The record of the previous session was 
approved as printed. 


January 6, 1964 


For the third time during my tenure as 
Mayor of our capital city, it is my duty 


to review the progress we have made dur- 
ing the previous 12 months and, in a way, 
chart the course for city government by 
outlining goals to be accomplished during 
the year 1964. It is not without a certain 
amount of nostalgia that I note the passing 
of two and three-quarter years of steward- 
ship in the office of mayor. 


The trials and tribulations that seemed 
inherent in the first two years of my ad- 
ministration, the clashes and the strife 
that were all too common, and resulted in 
frustrations and seeming lack of progress, 
have appeared to fade away. The seeds of 
progress that were sown have now grown 
to fruition and this city has lived through 
the political agony that was necessary to 
bring it into the 1960’s as a modern, pro- 
gressive and dynamic government bent on 
providing the people with needed services 
in the most efficient manner. Last April, 
the people again communicated a message 
of progress and economy in a loud and 
clear voice at the polls. Sensing this, the 
new city council faced up to major issues 
“ty side-stepped, and took positive action 

y: 


1. Placing before the people a highway 
bonding program that was accepted. As 
a result, this city is assured of accelerated 
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street and highway improvements so vital 
to a vigorous and dynamic community. 


2. Created a purchasing department that 
will afford major economies to our city. 


8. Created an office of Civil Defense, 
with a full time director and staff, which 
will prepare us for any eventuality, for 
a very nominal cost, and will give a great 
deal of peace of mind to the residents of 
Lansing. 


4. Provided city employees the accepted 
fringe benefit of unemployment compen- 
sation. 


5. Provided for an internal auditor. 


6. Appropriated monies to accelerate our 
reassessment program which will bring 
equity to our revenue base. 


7. Appropriated money for a data pro 
cessing feasibility study. This is already 
in process and will be the basis for giving 
the city more built-in efficiency in systems 
and procedures. 


8. Established a centralized printing de- 
partment that has already accomplished 
substantial savings of taxpayers’ money. 


9. Made salary adjustments providing 
more adequate compensation for city em- 
ployees and established second-in-command 
positions for all department heads. This 
will provide continuity of departmental 
leadership. 


10. Enacted a Human Relations ordinance 
which, with certain improvements, should 
provide the city with a tool to meet 
problems in this field. 


11. Provided money for a thorough study 
and analysis of our Park and Recreation 
program. 


The above 11 instances of progress are 
only part of the overall improvement 
factor that we are now enjoying as a 
result of city activity during 1968. 


I was delighted that the City Council 
concurred in my budget recommendation 
to reduce the city tax rate. This is an 
action unprecedented in the recent history 
of cities in Michigan. I am very hopeful 
that the rate will be further reduced this 
year as the efficiencies put in operation re- 
cently begin to bear fruit. 


City board members and 131 citizens of 
the Greater Lansing area have given of 
their time and talent to address them- 
selves to the problems of their respective 
boards and some nine Mayor’s citizen com- 
mittees. The problems of this city neither 
begin nor end at our corporate limits and 
much commendation should be given to 
those who serve but do not technically be- 
long. The efforts of these citizens have 
contributed materially to making Lansing 
a better city. 


Lansing’s image has been enhanced by 
the Lansing Business Expansion Commit- 
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tee which is composed of some 20 public- 
spirited businessmen who have contributed 
to public relation activities at absolutely 
no cost to the taxpayers. 


‘Tangible proof of the much improved 
relations between the City of Lansing and 
State government, especially the legislative 
branch, has recently been evidenced in the 
positive action of Governor Romney and 
the State Legislature in enacting three 
vital pieces of legislation at the special 
session of the State Legislature. These bills 
assure the construction of new state office 
buildings in the Capitol Development area. 
This will certainly have a long-range effect 
emanating directly from central Lansing 
and should enhance the livelihood of all 
who live in our city. 


At this time, I would like to take note 
of the most recent Mayor’s Committee 
which is now in the process of studying riv- 
er improvement. We are finally recognizing 
the potential value of the Grand River and 
other waterways of our city. Already, this 
committee has shown results in that the 
Park Department is removing trees from 
the river, and certain city-owned land is 
being beautified. 

19638 has truly been a year of progress. 
Tangible evidence is shown by the reduction 
in the unemployment rate of 3.7% from 
a 1962 rate of 4.1%, and a 1961 rate of 
7.5%. Efforts in the field of creating jobs 
must be unrelentingly pursued. Retail 
sales increased some $23 million for ‘the 
first 11 months of 1963 to a total of $307 
million. Construction value in new dwell- 
ings has continued to show improvement 
by registering 517 new homes with a 
building permit valuation of over $6% 
million. Total valuation of construction 
eased off at $17% million for 1963 com- 
pared with the record year of 1962 at $20 
million, but was well in excess of the 
$10% million which was logged in 1961. 


Gerald Lonergan, Director ‘of Finance, 
reports highlights of financial activities 
during 1963. 


1. The successful sale of the largest bond 
issue in the City’s history amounting to 
$6,975,000 at a most favorable net in- 
terest rate of 2.92%. Submitted official 
prospectus to over 300 bond houses. 


2. Maintenance of the City’s “AAA” credit 
rating through complete factual pre 
sentation of all necessary financial data 
to credit rating agencies. 


38. $150,000 plus increase in income from 
the investment of temporarily idle funds 
through the use of higher yielding in- 
vestments and the prompt investment 
of bond issue proceeds. 


4. Increase in investment holdings of re- 
tirement systems to $9,600,000, an in- 
crease of $761,000 over previous year. 


City Treasurer Gerald Graves reports 
continuing progress in the efficiency of the 
Treasurer’s office as a result of automation. 
This permits better service to the people 
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and more efficiency in operation. Personal 
tax delinquencies have been reduced to a 
minimum with an aggressive collection 
policy. This assures each business of equal 
treatment in the payment of taxes. During 
1968, this city office handled $21,937,593. 


The Planning Department has now com- 
pleted its first year headed by its new 
director, Raymond Guernsey, who has 
brought new vigor and ideas to this most 
important city department. The Planning 
Board has been busy completing its new 
zoning ordinance and its new subdivision 
regulations which should become guide 
lines for the development of this city and 
its future growth. Under Mr. Guernsey, 
the department has been reorganized to 
provide for more efficient operation, and 
its relations with the public have improved 
immeasurably. 


In 1968, Urban Renewal became an 
active part of city government as_ the 
federal government approved a plan that 
will provide for a $3,700,000 revitalization 
of our downtown area. Work is now pro- 
gressing in businesslike fashion and first 
appraisals on the project have been com- 
pleted. A market study provided by Larry 
Smith & Company forecasts an optimistic 
future for this area. Final plans for the 
project are now ready for submission to 
the federal government for approval, ac- 
cording to Director Winston Folkers. It is 
expected that some of the property in the 
area will be purchased in the year 1964 to 
make way for modern buildings in the 
downtown area. 


The Lansing Civic Center, which is the 
key to the future of our expanding con- 
vey fon business, showed revenue of $213,- 

‘UV compared with $211,000 for 1962. This 
is especially favorable since 1962 revenue 
included $33,000 Constitutional Convention 
rentals. The operating loss of $20,000 is of 
little concern in light of the fact that the 
Lansing Convention Bureau reports an 
estimated $5,034,000 in new money coming 
to the city. This is an increase over 1962 
of $1,750,000. The Convention Bureau is 
very optimistic for 1964, with 72 conven- 
tions and an estimated attendance of over 
55,000 people, already scheduled. 


A sign of our economic vitality is the 
city-owned Board of Water and Light 
which reports a net profit for the year 
ending June 380, 1968, of $4,599,361 on a 
gross sales of utility services of $19,126,303. 
Gratis services to the city were rendered 
in an amount of $833,480. More steam, 
more water, and more electricity were used 
by the people of Lansing in 1968 than in 
any previous year. The Board installed 
new ultra-modern street lights in the 
downtown area, in addition to 478 new 
boulevard lights on business and residential 
streets. I am advised that during 1964 
Michigan Avenue, from Capitol Avenue to 
the river, will receive the same treatment 
as Washington Avenue. 


The Traffic Department has continued to 
do its usual and expected good job under 
the direction of Allen Hayes. Our parking

operation is now free and clear for all 
practical purposes and the net revenue from 
this operation, which amounts to approx- 
imately $200,000 a year, should be a 
foundation for an accelerated program of 
parking lot improvements; namely, ramp- 
ing lots. In December, the consulting firm 
of Barton & Associates was hired to study 
decking City Lot No. 1 at 320 S. Capitol, 
which is our most active and prosperous 
parking lot. Their recommendations should 
receive thorough consideration from the 
City Council. Traffic movement has been 
coped with adequately by the Traffic Board, 
considering the facilities available, and 
the Homer-Howard one-way pair is open 
for traffic. 


Chief Stragier reports a general in- 
crease in crime, as is being experienced to 
an even greater degree throughout this 
country. To meet this problem, 12 new men 
were hired in 1963. The rank of corporal 
was inaugurated, providing for 12 promo- 
tions and 3 new uniform sergeant ranks 
and 8 new detective ranks were created. 
It is imperative the city provide the new 
personnel requested by the Board. 


The Lansing Fire Department was 
allowed 15 additional engineer ratings 
which insures trained engineers for all 
fire fightng equipment at all times. Chief 
Mark Keenoy reported that business of the 
Fire Department reached an all-time high 
by responding to 3950 emergency calls. 
The Fire Department is doing a com- 
mendable job through their public relations 
with the schools and civic clubs on a year- 
round basis. 4,828 inspections were made, 
which is 10% more than were made in 
1962. Further emphasis on fire prevention 
should continue. 


City Assessor Gerald Ernst reports a 
very active 1963 as a result of the City 
Council providing for an accelerated re- 
assessment program through the hiring of 
36 part time employees in the month of 
June. This resulted in reappraisals of 
18,786 residential parcels, leaving only 
20% of the residential properties to be 
reappraised. This work will be completed 
during 1964. This is being done, of course, 
to instill as much equity as possible in our 
assessment practices. 


The Park and Recreation Department 
set a record of 1,865,570 participants in 
some 70 recreational programs held at 191 
locations. The new Hunter Park swimming 
pool was finally opened August 16, provid- 
ing the first new outdoor swimming pool 
in over 40 years. Three new summer play- 
grounds were added this year, making a 
total of 49 operated in conjunction with 
the Board of Education. Four new ice 
rinks were added in the past year which 
saw a new record set in ice rink days of 
operation, there being 59 skating days 
which exceeds the past 10-year average 
by 24 days. 


Karth moving operations began in the 
Marshall Field redevelopment project 
which will create new ball diamonds at this 
extremely popular location. Fenner Arbore- 
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tum Nature Science Building was com- 
pleted and dedicated. It is designed for 
nature interpretation with educational] dis- 
plays, including a lecture room for depart- 
mental and public use. Plans for watering 
the fairways at Groesbeck Golf Course have 
been placed for bids and this improvement 
should be completed this spring. It will 
enable Lansing to offer a top-flight cham- 
pionship 18-hole golf course for the first 
time. Potter Park continues to serve the 
people of this area and several new at- 
tractions have been added for their enjoy- 
ment. Grand River Park now has an 
additional 40-foot slip and new auto and 
boat trailer parking areas. The Forestry 
division reports 43,500 personal service 
contacts with the people of Lansing. All 
in all, Director Charles Hayden reports a 
very fine year and is looking forward, as 
all of us are, to a better ’64. 


The Public Service Department reports 
that the $514 million sewage disposal plant 
expansion program is proceeding according 
to plan and major sewers have been con- 
structed at an accelerated rate as a result 
of the people-approved bond issue. Other- 
wise, the Public Service department has 
kept pace with services commensurate with 
those of 1962. This is commendable in 
view of the loss of the public service direc- 
tor which left this department without 
leadership for some months. Due to this 
oceurrence, the Council has provided back- 
up men to insure a continuity of super- 
vision in all departments so it cannot 
happen in the future. 


GOALS 


Turning from the past to the current 
year, the following goals are _ strongly 
recommended: 


1. That the ordinance providing for an 
Economic Progress Board, now in_ the 
hands of the Ordinance and Contracts 
Committee, be adopted and the budget pro- 
posals recommended be authorized. 


2. That the budget recommended by the 
Human Relations Committee to provide 
for a director and staff for work in this 
field be appropriated. 


3. That the recommendations to be 
made by the Committee on Efficiency in 
City Government (which is now studying 
the feasibility of improving efficiency in 
the vehicle maintenance field) be imple- 
mented by council action at the earliest 
possible date. 


4. That the recommendations to be made 
by Dr. Arthur Daniels of Indiana Univer- 
sity, who is conducting a survey of our 
needs in the park and recreation field, be 
implemented at the earliest possible date. 


5. That the recommendations to be made 
as a result of the feasibility study now 
being conducted in the field of Data Pro- 
‘cessing be given prompt Council consider- 
ation. 
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6. That the recommendations resulting 
from an engineering study regarding a 
bridge over the Grand River in the vicinity 
of Logan Street be given due consideration 
by the Council; that a firm determination 
be made within the next 12 months by the 
Council as to where this bridge should be 
located; and that the Council act without 
further delay to bring this bridge into 
reality. 


7. That a parking authority be created 
to finance and administer an improved 
city parking operation. The feasibility 
study now being conducted by E. A. Bar- 
ton & Associates should be expanded to 
cover a survey of the entire downtown 
area. 


8. That the City Council place before 


the people, at the next election, the im- 


provements recommended by A. G. Gabriel 
in his letter of November 12, 1963. This 
will provide additional benefits to the 
members of the Police and Fire Retirement 
System. I also recommend that similar im- 
provements be enacted by the Council for 
the City Employees Retirement System. 


9. That the Council provide for a weekly 
garbage and trash pickup service which 
has been recommended for several years by 
the Public Service Board and the Ingham 
County Health Department. Action should 
be taken forthwith. 


10. That a Board of Urban Renewal be 
established by ordinance as the work of 
the Planning Board is such that Urban 
Renewal, if it is to be accelerated, should 
be controlled by its own board. 


11. That I fully hope the zoning o. \Vin- 
ance, which has been in a period of ges 
tion much too long, will be adopted by the 
Council as it will lighten the work of the 
Planning Board and of the Council in 
that petitions for rezoning will be held 
to a minimum. 


12. That the Council adopt a six-year 
capital outlay program and that the bud- 
get procedure be changed by removing 
capital outlay from the general operations 
budget. This will provide more stability in 
appropriation matters. 


13. I again strongly recommend a weekly 
meeting of council members at my office, 
during the latter part of the week, to dis- 
cuss city problems and their solutions. On 
eight successive weeks, October 10 through 
December 6, 1963, a time for such meet- 
ings was set. Four meetings were on 
Thursday, four on Friday, three of which 
were held at 9 a.m., three at 11 a.m., and 
two at 1:30 p.m. The attendance averaged 
less than three councilmen per meeting. 
It is hoped that through appropriate, in- 
dividual New Years Resolutions, we will 
have a better attendance at future Mayor- 
Council weekly meetings. These will be 
held every Friday at 11 a.m. I am con- 
vinced that it is in the best interests of 
the city to have these weekly sessions. 


14. In 1964, Lansing will embark on its 
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greatest capital improvement program in 
history. It is imperative that this program 
be expedited by farming out all projects 
to which the Public Service Department 
cannot give timely attention, to consulting 
firms for necessary engineering, planning 
and designing services. 


The goals are necessarily of a general 
nature as the foundation for progress has 
been established and the specific, glaring 
needs have been met. The day of talking 
Progress has ended and the day of being 
progressive is here. The work ahead is 
clearly defined, the true course has been 
set, so full speed ahead.

The City Council of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, met in regular session and was 
called to order by Mayor Bowerman.

Gentlemen : 


On January 6, the City Council, by a 
vote of 6 to 2, adopted a resolution by 
Councilman Bradshaw which provides as 
follows: 


“By Councilman Bradshaw—Resolved by 
the City Council of the City of Lansing 
that effective this date all bids for supplies 
and contractural services, when the esti- 
mated cost thereof shall exceed $1,000, 
shall be opened in the Council Chambers 
at a regularly scheduled meeting of the 
City Council and, further, the Purchasing 
Agent shall not solicit bids for any sup- 
plies or contractural services when the 
estimated cost thereof shall exceed $1,000 
for any department, board or commission 
without the prior approval of the applic- 
able city council committee.”’ 


This is one of the most insidious resolu- 
tions presented to the City Council and, 
without hearings, thought, or comprehen- 
sion of its adverse effect on the public in- 
terest, was adopted by the City Council 
the very same day it was introduced. 


The resolution has a two-pronged effect 
aimed at scuttling the effectiveness of a 
model purchasing ordinance. It was to be 
expected that those reactionaries interested

in maintaining the status quo, and who are 
now in a small minority in this city, would 
make such a move. 


The first of the two parts of the resolu- 
tion says that all bids estimated to be in 
excess of $1,000 shall be opened in Council 
Chambers at a regularly scheduled meet- 
ing of the City Council. The established 
procedure of opening bids at 3 p.m. on 
Tuesday is a definite advantage to both 
the City and the bidders. 


1. There is no appreciable delay or time 
lapse between the closing time for the 
acceptance of bids and the time for the 
opening of bids. The fact that many 
bidders will hold their bids until just 
a few minutes before the closing time 
clearly indicates how important this 
time lag is considered by some bidders. 


2. The bidders have the entire facilities 
of the Council Chambers without any 
interference or other distraction. 


8. They can be seated comfortably and 
make any necessary notes or tabulate 
the bids as they are read without some 
competitor looking over their shoulders. 


4. They have the time and the opportun- 
ity to ask questions and clarify any 
point they might have concerning the 
bids. 


5. They can transact their business during 
regular business hours. This can be an 
important factor in securing maximum 
competition. Business secured by open 
competitive bidding is usually a short 
profit business and proper consideration 
and convenience of the vendor or the 
lack of it may be the deciding factor. 
You cannot force a vendor to bid but 
you can encourage him. Many of the 
vendors are residents of the city and 
are entitled to the maximum conveni- 
ence. 


6. Opening of bids at the Council meeting 
can serve no practical purpose as the 
complete information on each bid open- 
ing is already given to each individual 
councilman. 


If this was the total effect of the resolu- 
tion, I would give no thought to using my 
executive prerogative of veto which I 
have used on only two other occasions. 
However, the second part requires prior 
approval of the applicable city council 
committee in order to solicit bids for any 
contractural services or supplies when esti- 
mated costs thereof shall exceed $1,000. 
This part of the resolution defeats the 
purpose for which the Purchasing Depart- 
ment was created. It is cumbersome, de- 
stroys the intent and purpose of the budget 
process, permits minority control over the 
majority, is undemocratic, and shows an 
inherent lack of confidence and faith in 
department heads and obliquely accuses 
them of being promiscuous with public 
monies and making purchases without re- 
gard to their utility during the fiscal year. 
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How does this resolution make a mockery 
of the budget process? Budgets are the 
result of hundreds of hours of hearings 
with boards and department heads. After 
several months of study, the budget is 
made a public record and held out for a 
public hearing, and adopted by the City 
Council by a two-thirds vote. The budget 
provides for an untold number of purchases 
of $1,000 and more. The people have a 
right to expect, when they pay their taxes 
in July, that the tax money will be dis- 
bursed according to the budget formula. A 
majority of the committees have three 
members. Two affirmative votes would be 
required to get approval to solicit bids for 
goods and services provided for in the 
budget. Two ‘“‘no’’ votes on these commit- 
tees could thwart the will of a majority 
of the Council on every purchase over 
$1,000. I wonder if the Council knew this 
when they voted last Monday night. I 
think not. Isn’t adequate protection of the 
public money available, in the final in- 
stance, in the council’s right to determine 
whether to purchase or not? The price is 
part of the decision. This information 
would not be available because of this 
resolution. 


These reasons alone demand a veto of 
this resolution. Over and above this, the 
question of the legality of amending an 
ordinance by resolution, the lack of op- 
portunity to the public to be heard, and 
even the lack of opportunity to the elected 
officials to form a sound foundation on 
which to make a judgment, calls for an 
action which will permit review by the 
Council of their precipitous record in this 
matter. 


Further, the events of the afternoon that 
indicated referral of the resolution to the 
Commitee of The Whole for further study 
and the author’s acquiescence to the same 
with the statement the resolution was in- 
troduced with the expectation it would be 
amended and with reference to which he 
said: “Change the $1,000 to $2,000 or $4,000, 
I don’t care.’”’” Upon reconvening for the 
regular session, dinner intervening, and 
voting on the matter, one wonders, yes, 
even one with fourteen years of legislative 
experience, ‘‘What happened.” 


It took two years and one election, in 
which three out of four councilmen were 
defeated, to adopt this ordinance. It took 
three and one-half hours to lay it low. 


The operation of the Resolution is 
suspended.

You may recall that in 1959 I suggested 
to the City Council that some safety pre- 
cautionary measures be taken in regard to 
the City Hall and Police Building under- 
ground driveway entrance. In view of the 
recent unfortunate occurence. I feel that 
it is worthwhile to bring this matter up 
again. While I am primarily concerned with 
the safety of the city’s employees, I do feel 
that the driveway situation may affect our 
employees’ safety record as well as the 
safety of the general public. I recommend 
that consideration be given the following: 


I The installation of a bright red warn- 
ing light device at the average pedes- 
trian line of sight level at the juncture 
of the driveway and sidewalk—these 
warning lights to be electronically timed 
with the door opening apparatus. 


II The installation of an audio warning 
device to be used in conjunction with 
the warning lights. 


It appears that there is a_ sufficient 
volume of pedestrian traffic crossing this 
driveway, and particularly children pedes- 
trian traffic, to warrant modest expendi- 
ture for a more adequate warning device. 
The existing pedestrian warning light is 
virtually useless for this purpose.

Based upon figures furnished by the City 
Assessor’s office for completed sewer pro- 
jects for 1961-62, the average cost for a 
Sanitary sewer was $225.00 and $275.00 
for a storm sewer per benefit. To comply 
with the ordinance for stubbing purposes, 
an average cost of $8.00 per foot with a 
60-foot right-of-way, or a fee of $90.00 per 
benefit is reasonable. 


It was moved by Mr. Kern and supported 
by Mr. Woodruff that the Council consider 
a uniformly applied fee for connection to 
a sanitary sewer be made at $225.00 plus 
a stubbing fee of $90.00 or a total of

Attached is the tabulation of eleven bids 
for the delivery of both regular and pre- 
mium gasoline to the Department of Parks 
and Recreation, to the Fire Department, 
and the Department of Public Works, as 
required during the period ending June 30, 
1964. Our specifications required a firm 
price for all deliveries during this period, 
and you will note that two bids are not 
acceptable as they contain an _ escalation 
clause. 


The Department of Parks and Recreation 
require tank wagon delivery, as they do 
not have sufficient capacity to accept a 
truck transport drop. The installation of 
an additional 4,000 gallon tank for their 
field office would permit them to take a 
transport delivery at this location, and 
based on their estimated consumption, 
would save approximately $700 in the cost 
of their gasoline for the year. 


We recommend the acceptance of the 
low bid submitted by the Mobil Oil Com- 
pany for the tank wagon delivered price of 
$.1248 per gallon. 


The Police and Fire Department require 
a premium for the operation of their 
vehicles, and we recommend the acceptance 
of the low bid submitted by the Sinclair 
Refinery Company for the truck transport 
delivered price of $.1285 per gallon. 
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Because of the advantageous price re- 
ceived on these bids, Mr. Donald R. Foster, 
Director of Public Service, has determined 
that this department can use the regular 
grade gasoline instead of the premium 
grade used in the past.

One after six weeks in 
operation, and the other only after 
thirty-five hours of operation. 


2. When the Eagle controller does fail in 
automatic operation, it can only be put 
on a flasher operation until it is re 
paired. The Model 1022 automatic can be 
operated on a fixed time cycle which 
insures stop and go signal operation, 
thereby retaining control of the inter- 
section. 


3. An additional line switch costing ap- 
proximately $100 would have to be pur- 
chased with this controller, plus addi- 
tional spare parts. 


4. The Eagle Model ET 150 and the auto- 
sag Model 1022 are not interchange- 
able. 


For these reasons, we believe it to be 
in the best interests of the City to reject 
the bid of Eagle Signal Company, and re- 
commend the purchase of the automatic 
Model 1022 from the Traffic Control Cor- 
poration for the delivered price of $1,615.00.

On November 12, 1968, certain invoices 
were approved for payment for police uni- 
forms, and submitted to the Purchasing 
Department for processing. These invoices 
were in the amount of $2,686.34, and were 
for orders which were placed by Mr. Lloyd 
Head, City Purchasing Agent on Septem- 
ber 6, September 16, September 18, Septem- 
ber 27, and October 21, 1963, with Guy 
Woolfolk Uniform Company of Detroit. 


Since the largest invoice was in the 
amount of $1,363.50, Mr. Lonergan, City 
Controller, refused payment, and referred 
the entire bill back to Mr. Head. He, in 
turn, submitted a letter to the Mayor and 
City Council, in explanation, on December 
10, 1963. You will find a copy of his letter 
attached. As you know, the City Council 
has referred the matter to the Police and 
Fire Board. 


Your attention should be directed to the 
fact, that the Lansing Police Department 
did not order these uniforms, but rather 
a partial delivery order was typed by Miss 
Yvonne Brown, requesting that the necess- 
ary uniforms be ordered from the Guy 
Woolfolk Company, Detroit, for whom we 
hold a blanket purchase order number, and 
submitted it to Mr. Head. He mailed the 
orders, bearing his signature of approval, 
to the Woolfolk Company. 


It might also be pointed out that Miss 
Brown discussed the matter of accumulat- 
ing so many invoices from this company, 
the total amount of which would be over 
the $1,000.00 amount required for com- 
petitive bidding, with Mr. Head, and was 
told not to submit the invoices when partial 
delivery was received; rather to wait until 
the entire order was received, and then 
present the accumulated invoices for pay- 
ment. This matter was discussed with Mr. 
Head in view of the fact that earlier in 
the year, prior to the inception of the 
Purchasing Department, it was necessary 
to ask approval of the City Council for 
payment of a bill to the Guy Woolfolk 
Company which was in excess of $1,000.00. 


In further explanation of our procedure 
in ordering the officers’ uniforms, we feel 
you should be apprised that measurements 
for the required uniforms are taken by Mr. 
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Frank Baker of the Guy Woolfolk Com- 
pany, in advance of our writing or typing 
an order. That the order is not placed with 
Mr. Baker at the time he takes the measure- 
ments, but rather is typed as stated above, 
and submitted to Mr. Head, Purchasing 
Agent, for his approval, who then mails 
the blanket order form to the company.

I present herewith the 1963 annual Fi- 
nancial Report setting forth the financial 
condition of the City of Lansing at the close 
of the fiscal year ended June 30, 1968, to- 
gether with pertinent statistical data re 
lating to current and prior fiscal periods. 


All debt service requirements were met 
promptly during the year ended June 30, 
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1968. Serial bonds totaling $853,000.00 and 
mortgage, land contract and other long 
term debt amounting to $327,300.22 were 
retired during the year. Serial bonds total- 
ing $6,975,000.00 were issued and other 
long term debt amounting to $694,242.24 
was incurred during the year. The City of 
Lansing continues to maintain its “‘AAA”’ 
credit rating. 


General fund unappropriated surplus in- 
creased by $626,674.45 as a result of opera- 
tions while the public service equipment 
operating account balance was reduced by 
$139,774.29 during the year ended June 
30, 1963. The increase in unappropriated 
surplus was attributable to the following 
sources: excess of revenues over estimates 
$86,167.87, lapsed appropriations net $309,- 
657.28, and adjustment to workmen’s com- 
ae and delinquent tax reserves $230 - 


The general financial condition of the 
City is excellent and efforts by all city 
officials to retain this condition while 
meeting the needs of a rapidly expanding 
community are commendable.

During the five month period from 
August 1 1963 to January 1, 1964, Lan- 
sing Civil Defense has been graduated 
from the kindergarten class, to be re 
cognized by both State and _ Federal 
Agencies. 


While many Civil Defense Agencies do 
not choose to come under the Federal 
Matching Funds program, Lansing Civil 
Defense has chosen and won Federal ap- 
proval, thereby saving the taxpayer con- 
siderable money. 


Lansing Civil Defense has_ established 
several training programs and conducted 
many drills and exercises. Some of the 
high points include a final coordination of 
some 1,500 medical personnel 300 doctors, 
and 150 communication personnel. 
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Another area of success has been the 
Block Parent Plan in cooperation with 
the Lansing P.T.A.’s, at present, there are 
some 2,000 Block Parents in the city with 
15 schools participating providing our 
younger set with added protection going 
to and from school. 


Lansing Civil Defense has received 63 
radiation instruments to be used in shelters. 
This equipment has been furnished by the 
Federal Government. 


Supplies for Lansing’s 63 licensed shelters 
has been ordered and with luck and “J 
factor,” we hope to have shelters 
stocked by April 15. 


With the help of the Corps of Engineers, 
some 1,300 buildings have been labled for 
possible shelter facilities. 


Licensed shelter owners have designated 
45 people to act as shelter managers and 
to receive federal supplies. A training pro- 
gram will be initiated in the early spring 
to teach the designated personnel the “Art 
of Shelter Managing.” 


Our country is becoming more educated 
to nuclear power. A training program, in- 
volving all Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts is 
now taking place with an eye to educating 
the younger residents to respect radio 
activity rather then fear this potential as 
we have learned with electrical power. 
This program includes all areas in Metro- 
politan Lansing. 


While Civil Defense has come a long 
way in five months, there are some 
shadows we hope to eliminate; mainly our 
inadequate warning system and the opera- 
tional capabilities of our Emergency Oper- 
ating Center in the basement of No. 2 Fire 
Station. These two areas will depend upon 
the approval of the 1965 Civil Defense 
Budget. 


In the interest of brevity this report has 
covered only the high points of 1963 Civil 
Defense Activities. One area, indeed the 
most important, has been the cooperation 
of City Departments, mainly Police and 
Fire also, the support of the Mayor and 
Council without which, Civil Defense 
would be a dead issue. 


A report on Civil Defense would not be 
complete without mentioning the assistance 
rendered by the media of news to our 
residents. Their assistance in public educa- 
tion is without doubt commendable. 


Finally, the Lansing Office of Civil De- 
fense praises the many building owners 
who have entered into a licensed agreement, 
providing space for Public Fallout Shelters, 
in many cases, a great sacrifice of needed 
business space. 


Our primary goal is the elimination of 
suffering—anything else is secondary.

SUBJECT: Lease of Accounting Machine 


Additional information has been requested 
in regards to the proposed leasing of a 
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Burroughs Model F1503 accounting machine 
for the accounting division. 


The present supply of forms for payroll 
work on the present equipment is adequate 
to last for the remainder of the calendar 
year. Such forms as earnings records have 
already been used beginning with the first 
pay of the year. 


The machine which is proposed for 
leasing would not be utilized for payroll 
only, but would be used for the preparation 
of warrants, warrant register and account- 
ing distribution in one simultaneous opera- 
tion. These operations now require numer- 
ous steps most of which are accomplished 
manually at the present time. 


The new machine would also be used for 
the preparation of quarterly FICA reports, 
W-2 forms and other related payroll re- 
ports. 


The program for the new equipment 
would involve initially adapting the war- 
rant preparation operation to the machine 
and a gradual transfer of payroll opera- 
tions. The present payroll machine will 
gradually be phased out of operation dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. Required 
payroll forms for the new machine will be 
purchased in sufficient quantities so that the 
complete payroll operation could’ be 
transferred at once if the present equip- 
ment should break down, which is an ever 
present possibility. 


A delay of approximately two months 
will be involved between the time of 
placing the order and delivery of the 
equipment and the necessary forms. The 
earliest that payrolls would be transferred 
to the new equipment would probably be 
scheduled to coincide with the fiscal year 
ending June 30, when the reverse side of 
the hourly earnings ledgers would normally 
be placed in operation. 


With respect to the question of time 
requirments for payroll preparation, an 
assumed machine operating speed of fifty 
payroll checks per hour has been used. 
With a maximum requirement of 1,000 
checks per week at certain times of the 
year, approximately 20 hours per week of 
machine time will be required. With two 
machines being programed for payroll and 
other operations, and the availability of 
three or four machine operators to rotate 
on machine posting, it would not appear 
that machine time would be a problem. In 
addition, a program to handle certain 
fixed payrolls, such as the retirement sys- 
tems, is being considered for processing 
on addressograph equipment and avoiding 
the need for payroll machine time each 
month. 


A further question was raised concerning 
the maintenance of the leased equipment. 
The manufacturer includes full service and 
maintenance at no added expense as a 
part of the lease agreement. With a 
standard production model machine, if any 
major breakdown were to occur, a re 
placement unit could be made available on 
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short notice by the company which main- 
tains an inventory of this machine in its 
sales office in Lansing. 


A further back-up for the equipment is 
the fact that numerous installations of 
identical equipment are located in the area 
and the service personnel are well ac- 
quainted with the equipment. The present 
payroll machine is the only one of its 
kind in the Michigan service district which 
covers Lansing and the lack of familiarity 
with the equipment by service personnel is 
a serious problem. 


In light of several discussions had with 
Mr. Willis during the feasibility study, it 
appears that the added expense of approxi- 
mately $20.00 per month to have the leased 
equipment wired for paper tape readout 
would be practical.

During the last quarterly period, numer- 
ous improvements have been effectuated 
within the Accounting Division which have 
materially improved the accounting and 
financial reporting of the city. 


At the beginning of this period Mr. 
Schultz was employed as Deputy Con- 
troller and he has been instrumental in 
eliminating bottlenecks which previously 
had impeded the successful implementation 
of many stalled projects, 


A brief listing of accomplishments would 
include the following: 


1. Preparation of the city’s first com- 
prehensive ‘‘Annual Financial Report” 
which brings together al]l financial 
statements and statistical data into a 
single report. 


2. Review of Cemetery operations and the 
installation of a new cost accounting 
and reporting system which eliminates a 
considerable duplication of effort and 
produces more useful information for 
administration of this activity as well 
as improving internal controls. 
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8. Conversion to a self billing basis on 
Blue Cross payments which eliminated 
many hours of clerical time in various 
departments involved in repetitive re- 
cording of constant information month 
after month. The accounting division 
now handles all such billings for all 
departments of the city. 


4. Assumption of the payroll preparation 
functions previously performed by the 
Police Department at a savings in 
clerical time and effort to the Police 
Department. 


5. Setting up of complete machine posted 
detail cost records for all special assess- 
ment and bond issue construction pro- 
jects to provide project cost data 
promptly. This eliminates the need for 
a duplicate set of manually posted cost 
records formerly maintained by both 
the Public Service Department as well 
as the accounting division. 


6. In the process of setting up records 
on city owned equipment which will pro- 
vide meaningful information, improve 
internal control, and eliminate the an- 
nual listing of equipment and will in 
turn save all departments a considerable 
number of man hours in future years. 


All of these improvements were ac- 
complished without additional personnel 
being required by the accounting division. 
The cooperation of the accounting division 
personnel and the willing spirit shown in 
accepting new or added work assignments 
has been commendable during this period. 


It is anticipated that many further steps 
to further improve accounting and report- 
ing operations will be taken in the future, 
particularly in conjunction with imple- 
menting the recommendations contained 
in the Data Processing Feasibility Study 
report.

The annual Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram is herewith submitted for your con- 
sideration. The report includes a listing of 
total departmental requests and the Plan- 
ning Board’s recommended program for 
the period from 1964-1970. 


This report emphasizes the importance 
for standardization of the definition of a 
capital improvement and the need for 
definite fiscal policies involving capital 
expenditures. 


Total requests for allocations, from the 
general fund, submitted by the various 
City agencies for the 1964-65 budget, came 
to $10,533.050. The total six year requests 
amounted to $28,784,814 of which $15,967,- 
314 would be allocated from the general 
fund. Matching funds from State, Federal, 
and other sources would provide an addi- 
tional $48,739,814 for total capital im- 
provements for City Departments. 


Total delineated projections from all 
local units of government include the pro- 
posals of the Capitol City Airport, Board 
of Water and Light, and the Lansing Board 
of Education. Capital expenditures for 
1964-65, as recommended by all of these 
governmental functions included within 
the report, totals $21,959,550. These six 
year projections indicate a total budget of 
$109,150,814. 


It is the recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Board that the Capital Improvements 
program, and its suggested fiscal policies, 
be adopted by City Council. The effectuation 
of the program, as proposed, would bring 
about a programmed allocation of govern- 
ment expenditures and provide necessary 
improvements when they are needed and 
where they are needed to assure progressive 
yet rational community growth.

It has been called to my attention that 
the vote to reconsider this zoning petition, 
although made by a party on the prevailing 
side, was not made by a party who “voted 
in the affirmative’ as called for by the 
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rules then in effect. The question as now 
propounded is: What effect does this lack 
of conformity with council rules have upon 
any ultimate decision on the main question 
of the rezoning? 


It must be kept in mind that rules of 
parliamentary procedure, unlike constitu- 
tions, statutes, charters and ordinances, 
are mere guide lines to govern any body.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCE, CITY

BY ADDING SECTIONS TO BE NUM- 
BERED 36-55 to 36-59, INCLUSIVE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Sec. 1. That the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended 
by adding sections to be numbered 36-55 to 
36-59, inclusive, to read as follows: 


Sec. 36-55. Committee Established, mem- 
bership. There is hereby created and estab- 
lished a committee to be known as the 
Urban Redevelopment Committee, consisting 
of five members; four of which shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, with the approval 
of the City Council, from the city at large; 
one for a one year term, one for a two year 
term, and one for a three year term and 
one for a four year term. Thereafter, all 
appointments shall be for four year terms. 
The fifth member shall be appointed an- 
nually by the Mayor, with the approval of 
the City Council, upon the recommendations 
of the Planning Board, from the member- 
ship of said Board. One of these members 
shall be designated by the Committee as 
chairman. 


Sec. 36-56. General Duties of Committee; 
scope. The Urban Redevelopment Commit- 
tee shall be a recommendatory committee 
of action to advise the City Council and 
shall serve as a policy making citizens’ 
counsel to the Urban Redevelopment Direc- 
tor in his administrative duties. The Com- 
mittee will be primarily concerned with the 
acquisition and sale of real estate, the 
allocation and disposal of physical re 
sources; the displacement relocation of 
businesses and people, and the administra- 
tive and coordinative functions of urban 
renewal. 


Sec. 36-57. Meetings, Rules, Quorum, 
Personnel. The Urban Redevelopment Com- 
mitttee shall meet not less than once a 
month, and shall adopt such rules as it 
shall deem expedient for the carrying out 
of its duties. Three committee members 
shall constitute a quorum for all business 
and three affirmative votes shall be re- 
quired for implementation of all commit- 
tee policy decisions, and the making of 
recommendations to the City Council. 


Sec. 36-58. Conflict of Interest. No com- 
mittee member shall have any interest 
whatsoever, direct or indirect, explicit or 
implicit, in any urban renewal project for 
which he shall make a decision, contribute 
a le ada or approve any administrative 
action. 
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Sec. 36-59. Ex-officio Members. The fol- 
lowing administrative personnel, within 
city government, shall be ex-officio members 
of the Urban Redevelopment Committee: 


1. The Mayor or his administrative 
assistant. 


2. The Chairman of the Urban Redevelop- 
ment Committee of the City Council, or 
his designated Council colleague. 


8. The Director of Planning.

When any vehicle shall be parked next 
to a parking meter OR WITHIN ANY 
MUNICIPAL PARKING LOT the owner 
or operator of such vehicle shall park 
within the area designated by the curb 
or street marking lines or as shown upon 
the surface or parking lots or areas as 
indicated for parallel or diagonal parking 
AND SHALL NOT PARK WITHIN ANY 
AISLE OR TRAFFIC LANE, and upon 
entering such parking space shall immedi- 
ately deposit in such meter a coin or coins 
of the United States for the maximum 
legal parking limit as shown on _ such 
meter head. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to fail or neglect to so deposit the 
proper coin, or coins, or to fail to park 
within such designated area. 


Sec. 31-56. Parking violations, issuing 
ticket. 


It shall be the duty of the traffic offiicers 
or other persons so instructed to take the 
parking meter number, the state vehicle 
license number and to issue a parking 
violation ticket and affix a copy thereof to 
the vehicle found parked in violation of 
the provisions of this article. On mechani- 
cally operated parking lots or attendant 
parking lots it shall be the duty of traffic 
officers or other persons so instructed to 
issue a parking violation ticket in the 
manner herein described to those vehicles 
ILLEGALLY PARKED in said lots OR 
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who do not pay the fee prescribed. Com- 
plaint may also be made to the office of the 
city attorney and a warrant may issue 
against those failing or refusing to pay 
the prescribed fee. ANY VEHICLE 
PARKED LONGER THAN FORTY EIGHT 
(48) HOURS IN ANY MUNICIPAL 
PARKING LOT, WITHOUT PAYMENT 
OF THE PRESCRIBED PARKING FEE, 
MAY BE IMPOUNDED, AND SUBSE- 
QUENTLY HELD FOR PAYMENT OF 
THE PRESCRIBED PARKING FEE, THE 
COST OF IMPOUNDING AND ANY 
STORAGE INCURRED THEREBY. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed,

C. Has the ability to handle the City 
of Lansing Payroll requirements. 


2. Flexability 


A. Has the ability to perform func- 
tions being presently processed on 
the Burroughs Accounting machine 
now used by the Controller’s Office. 
This, it is believed, is of great im- 
portance because it will give us the 
degree of flexability that is required 
to operate efficiently. As an exam- 
ple, both the presently owned Bur- 
roughs Accounting machine and the 
recommended machine could process 
the same operations. 


B. Required forms would be _ inter- 
changeable between machines. 


C. Operators presently employed by 
the Controller’s Office have the 
training to operate the recommended 
equipment, together with the equip- 
ment already in use.

The chief complaint seemed to be that 
at times when school lets out at other 
than regular hours the signal would not 
be operating stop and go and even though 
the crossing guard or a policeman is there 
it is difficult to cross the children.

Section 19. Service Retirement Amnuity.

PERCENT of his average final compen- 
sation multiplied by the number of years, 
and fraction of a year, of his creditable 
service not to exceed twenty-five years.

prior to the effective date of his Service 
Retirement but not thereafter, elect Option 
I provided for in section 21.1 hereof and 
nominate a joint beneficiary, whom the 
Board finds to be dependent upon the said 
member for at least fifty per cent of his 
support, in the same manner as if he were 
then retiring from service. An election of 
the said Option I and nomination of joint 
beneficiary so made cannot be revoked by 
the said member except upon the death of, 
or divorce or legal separtion from, the said 
joint beneficiary prior to the effective date 
of the said member’s retirement. In the 
event of the death of, or divorce or legal 
separation from, the said joint beneficiary 
prior to the effective date of the said mem- 
ber’s retirement, his previous election of 
Option I and nomination of joint beneficiary 
shall be automatically revoked as of the 
date of such death or divorce or legal separ- 
ation, and he may again at any time prior 
to the effective date of his retirement but 
not thereafter, elect the said Option I and 
nominate a joint beneficiary, whom the 
Board finds to be dependent upon the said 
member for at least fifty per cent of his 
support. If any member who shall have 
elected the said Option I and nominated a 
joint beneficiary, as provided in this sec- 
tion 21.2 dies prior to the effective date of 
his retirement, his said joint beneficiary 
shall immediately receive the same annuity 
as the said joint beneficiary would have 
been entitled to receive under the said 
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Option I if the said member had retired 
pursuant to the provisions of this Chapter 
effective the day preceding the date of his 
death. If any member who shall have made 
an election of Option I and nominated a 
joint beneficiary under the provisions of 
this section 21.2 subsequently retires pur- 
suant to the provisions of this Chapter, he 
shall, within a period of sixty days im- 
mediately preceding the effective date of his 
retirement but not thereafter, have the 
right to elect to receive his Service Retire- 
ment Annuity beginning as of the effective 
date of his retirement, as a Regular Retire- 
ment Annuity or under Option I or II pro 
vided for in section 21.1 hereof.

1. The Planning Board in accordance with 
existing statutes held a public hearing 
on August 15, 1968, at 7:30 P.M. in the 
small auditorium of the Civic Center, 
Lansing, Michigan on the then pro- 
posed revision in the Major Street Sec- 
tion of the Comprehensive Master Plan 
to realign proposed I-496, West of Logan 
Street to the vicinity of Clare Street. 


Following the Planning Board’s public 
hearing, the Board in its regular meeting 
on September 5, 1963, in City Hall, Lansing 
Michigan, by a vote of 6 yeas and 1 nay 
moved to amend the Major Street Section 
of the Comprehensive Master Plan of the 
City of Lansing, realign I-496 west of 
Logan Street; from a southwesterly arc 
which turns due West as it nears the North 
shore of the Grand River, to a westerly 
alignment between existing Main and St. 
Joseph Streets to a point West of Clare 
Street, then turning southwesterly to the 
present alignment as proposed in the Com- 
prehensive Master Plan. 


The above revisions supersedes the pro- 
posed alignment for I-496 contained on 
the official street plan in the Comprehen- 
sive Master Plan for the City of Lansing 
adopted December 38, 1959.

Returning to the reappraisal, Topic No. 1, our 1963 classification of the property tax 
rolls show 30,957 residential real estate parcels in Lansing with a total valuation of 
$126,345,550, or $4,081 assessment per residential parcel. A stratification table reveals that 
our newer homes (1955 and newer) are generally assessed more in line with the total 
assessment level (Dr. Taylor’s report for Mayor Bowerman’s Committee on Tax Assessments). 
The assessment average on new homes is consistently in excess of $6,000 ($15,000 cash 
value). The older and more modestly priced homes have a more frequent turnover and a 
lower ratio between assessed value and cash, and tend, thus, to distort our overall sales 
relationship to assessed value. 


Part of the cause of this shift of burden to newer homes has been a result of current 
accurate records on newer properties. It has been the Tax Assessment Committee’s opinion 
that properties should all have a recent physical appraisal and market data should be 
injected into the assessments. Continual annual revisions are being made in our cost 
gc hme es values, and market information so that better and more equitable assessments 
can realized,

Gentlemen: 


In a letter to you dated March 2, 1964 
we requested your favorable consideration 
of widening certain streets on the peri- 
meter of the Capitol Area complex and 
approval of a 12 ft.-0 in, clearance be- 
tween the roadway and underside of pro- 
posed bridges over Pine and Walnut Streets. 


Since that communication we have had an 
opportunity to discuss minimum clearance 
requirements with State and City traffic 
officials and have developed further studies 
of the bridge structures and access ramps 
to the underground parking areas. A major 
concern has been to minimize the amount 
that any street will have to be lowered while 
at the same time providing easy grades 
into our parking structure and along the 
depressed sections of Pine and Walnut 
Streets. Although our studies indicate it 
would be very desirable to. have a 12 ft.-0 
in. clearance, we find that it is possible, by 
extending the ends of the bridge into the 
plaza area, to provide as much as 14 ft-6 
in. clearance. 


In view of these fiindings we should like 
to modify that part of our letter of March 
2 requesting a 12 ft.-0 in. clearance. The 
architects have been directed to provide a 
clearance of 14 ft.-6 in. between the under- 
side of the bridges and the finished road 
surfaces of Pine and Walnut Streets.

SUBJECT: Cremation of Cancelled Bonds 
and Coupons 
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Public Act 56, of 1962, as amended pro- 
vides the authority for the. cremation of 
bonds and coupons of the city as follows: 


Subject to the provisions of this: act, 
the governing body of any public corpora- 
tion may authorize the cremation of obliga- 
tions or interest coupons. Obligations or 
interest coupons shall be cremated pur- 
suant to this act not later than 1 year 
after the date of payment thereof. 


Where obligations and interest coupons 
are cremated by a public corporation, it 
shall be done in the presence of the official 
of the public corporation having custody 
of the financial records of the public cor- 
poration, or a _ representative designated 
by such official, and in the presence of 2 
additional persons designated by the govern- 
ing body of the public corporation. 


Under the authority of this Statute the 
City Council has recently authorized the 
execution of cremation agreements with 
the appropriate designated fiscal agent 
covering all presently outstanding obiga- 
tions of the city. 


In addition, the city has on file a large 
volume of cancelled bonds and coupons 
which were accumulated prior to the 
execution of cremation agreements. 


The attached listing covers all bonds and 
coupons presently on file in the Controller’s 
office and which may be cremated upon the 
designation by the City Council of two 
persons in addition to the City Controller 
to act as witnesses to the cremation in 
accordance with provisions of the Statute. 


Council designation of these witnesses and 
authorization for the creamation of the 
listed bonds and coupons is requested at 
this time so that valuable vault storage 
space may be returned to more efficient 
use.

Dear Mayor Bowerman and Members of 
the Council: 


For the past several weeks, this office 
has been closing and balancing tax books 
and preparing the Return Roll for sub- 
mission to the Counties of Ingham, Eaton 
and Clinton, as is required by law. 


The total tax spread on the December 
1963 Tax Roll amounted to $13,024,924.31. 
As of this date, a total of $12,587,524.62 
has been collected in real and personal pro- 
perty taxes. In other words 96.63% of the 
total tax spread is collected. 


Personal Property taxes assessed against

Sec. 36-55. Board Established, Member- 
ship.

Four members shall be 
from the City at large and one member 
each from the Planning Board, Public 
Service Board, Board of Water and Light, 
and the Lansing School District, appointed 
by the Mayor with the approval of the 
Council, In the first instance, the Mayor 
shall so arrange the terms so that the 
terms of one member at large and one 
member from a board shall expire in each 
year.

as amended. In the performance thereof 
the Board will be concerned with the plan- 
ning and execution of redevelopment pro- 
grams, including the acquisition and sale of 
real estate, the allocation and disposal of 
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physical resources; the displacement and 
relocation of businesses and people, and 
the administrative and coordinative func- 
tions of urban renewal. 


Sec. 36-57. Meetings, Rules, Quorum. 
The Urban Redevelopment Board shall meet 
not less than once a month, and shall adopt 
rules of administrative procedure subject 
to City Council approval.

Mayor Bowerman and Members of the 
Council : 


During the past few weeks we have met 
several times with the Highway Department 
regarding I-496 and one of the questions 
which came up is the North South route. 


One of the most difficult things anyone 
faces in today’s world is the making of a 
decision—a correct, decent, honest decision. 
One which can aid, or assist, and be cor- 
rect for the present as well as the future, 
to the benfit of as many people as possible. 


An incorrect decision can result in out- 
right danger—an incorrect decision by the 
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military, for example, can mean the loss 
of a battle and the loss of human life. 


The incorrect decision on the part of a 
businessman can result in great financial 
loss—even the wiping-out of a company or 
corporation. 


With this body—the governing officials 
of this city—an incorrect decision can re- 
sult in added costs and burdens to the 
taxpayers, inconveniences to several per- 
sons or to many, or a delay in receiving 
justified services. 


The I-496 Connector, which will run East 
and West thru our city, demands that cor- 
rect decisions be made on a number of 
highly important points, in the not too 
distant future. One of the decisions will be 
the location of the North-South traffic 
corridor on the city’s West Side. 


Some persons favor the Pattengil-Jeni- 
son route to work in so called “harmony” 
with Logan Street. Others favor Butler 
Street being used to compliment Logan 
Street. Still others favor a ‘take no 
action” policy. 


In the meantime, however homeowners 
wonder in bewilderment—mortgage money 
is being held back temporarily along some 
of these routes—residents with plans to 
remodel, fix yards, or build, are hesitating 
to proceed. I understand FHA is no longer 


insuring loans along this route and on the ° 


homes abutting the route. 


As the matter stands, I must oppose the 
use of the Pattengill-Jenison route for 
anything other than a residential street. 
I have traveled this route and I prefer 
that this residential area remain residential. 
It does not have the right-of-way necessary 
to permit this area to remain residential if 
selected for a major street. It has many 
street corners, or intersections, with short 
sight-distance, inviting accidents if more 
traffic is added. It has hundreds of mature 
shade trees which lend to the beautification 
of the city, To replace these alone would 
exceed $125,000, I am sure. The homes— 
some modest, some expensive—are well 
kept and have within their confines people 
who know the route as that of a residential 
area. 


Why cannot Logan street be selected as 
the North-South route? It is the most traf- 
ficked route at present. If it is to be selected, 
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can the street be made a boulevard with 
a median of grass, bushes and trees to 
break or help eliminate noises? Can some 
of the homes be purchased to make this 
type of street possible? Is there a way 
that the various churches now on Logan 
Street can remain? 


Of the Department of Public Service, the 
Traffic Department and the Planning De- 
partment, I ask in addition to the preceed- 
ing: Can Logan Street be reasonably de- 
veloped ta handle the North-South traffic? 
Is a route available in that corridor? Can 
the city participate with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in a bonding program to meet the 
traffic needs? Could a boulevard route in 
this location meet State Highway Depart- 
ment approval? 

Granted some of these answers, I for one 
am confident I can attempt to make a 
proper and speedy decision regarding Lo- 
gan Street. We owe a decision to business 
and industry, to the howeowners of the 
area concerned, to the State of Michigan, 
and to ourselves. Let’s make it a speedy one.

L. B, Chrouch, a former Lansing police- 
man, instituted a workmen’s compensation 
case against the City of Lansing in April of 
1961. This matter came on for trial before 
the Hearing Examiner on Thursday, April 
16, 1964. Mr, Chrouch was originally 
claiming medical bills and weekly compen- 
sation for total disability in the minimum 
amount of $8,000. At the hearing it be- 
came evident that Mr. Chrouch was in a 
position of proving the original job 
incurred injury but the extent of his 
disability and wage loss was a more 
speculative factor. On advice of the co- 
counsel in this matter, Richard Anderson, 
it became evident that it would be to the 
City’s advantage to settle this claim and 
redeem any future liability rather than 
to proceed further with the hearing. 


Mr. Chrouch, through his counsel, agreed 
to accept $1,500.00 in lieu of past medical 
expense, back compensation and future 
medical expense and compensation, which 
in my opinion was an extremely reasonable 
conclusion of the matter. 


We thereafter proceeded to hold a re- 
demption hearing at which time the re- 
feree ordered the payment of $260.00 
partial back compensation, $1,012.00 for 
the redemption and $228.00 for attorney 
fees, for a total of $1,500.00.

Curb and gutter was constructed on 
Buffalo Street from Jolly Road to Reo Road 
during the past year in accordance with 
a petition received on April 8, 1963. An 
assessment roll based on estimated cost of 
$2.00 per lineal foot ($1.60 assessed) was 
prepared. According to City policy, the 
property owner pays 80% of the cost of 
curb and gutter fronting his property with 
the City paying the other 20% plus the 
entire cost of curb and gutter at street 
intersections. 


Actual costs for the four preceding years 
were as follows:

1960 $1.90/lin. ft. 32,779 
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1961 2.00/lin. ft. 15,286 
1962 1.75/lin. ft. 46,416 
1963 2.50/lin. ft. 8,781 


Only seven properties were constructed 
by the City during 1963 with a total foot- 
age of only 8,781 lin. ft., the smallest in 
recent years. Costs of all curb and gutter 
are charged to one account and after 
allowing for fringe benefits on all labor 
and for maintenance of equipment and 
overhead cost, the total final cost was de- 
termined to be $21,953.25. This established 
a cost of $2.50 per lineal foot on the 8,781.3 
lin. ft. constructed. Accordingly, a roll 
corrected to final cost was prepared with 
the City paying 0.50 per lineal foot and 
the property owner $2.00 per lineal foot, 
an increase of 0.40 per lineal foot. 


The increase in cost was due in part at 
least to the relatively small amount of 
curb and gutter constructed and to the 
fact that the jobs were constructed on a 
piecemeal basis as petitions were received 
rather than as a continuous program.

Since October and the Street Bond Issue, 
considerable firm intents by others place 
the William Street widening in a new light. 
The past intent has been to make William 
Street one-way westbound and widened 
from its present 30 feet to 48 feet. Pre- 
liminary planning indicated a_ five-block 
widening on the north side and a two- 
block widening on the south side, generally, 
aligning the entire seven-block length. 


1-496 Development, one and one-half 
blocks north, is becoming an engineering 
reality. At the time the Oldsmobile Ad- 
ministration Building was finalized, it was 
necessary to establish the curb line and 
elevation on William Street and taking 
from our preliminary plans of the afore- 
mentioned intent, the Oldsmobile Cor- 
poration was promptly advised of this 
alignment and elevation. 


Preliminary planning also included the 
lowering of the intersection of William 
and Chestnut approximately two feet to 
smooth out the through traffic surface. 


Conferences with Oldsmobile engineering 
personnel advise that the first three 
blocks of Townsend to Pine on the north 
side are to be immediately improved as 
parking areas. This work will precede any 
contracts the City might envision in the 
future. It is their proposal that the new 
north curb for those three blocks be placed 
approximately 48 feet from the present 
south curb. 


Additional work will be done on Walnut, 
Chestnut and Pine. Permission to erect 
certain light standards and parking im- 
provements not to exceed six feet onto 
the public rights-of-way is contained in 
this proposal. Should, however, the need 
for this encroachment be established by 
the City at another date, they agree to re- 
move it at their expense. Their improve- 
a will include curb, gutter and side- 
walk. 


Council approval is necessary for expendi- 
tures to (a) relocate drainage structures; 
(b) lower the intersection of Chestnut 
Street approximately two feet, 150 feet 
east and west and 200 feet north; (c) re- 
move existing north curb and gutter from 
Townsend to Division; (d) place new curb, 
gutter and sidewalk from Pine to Division ; 
(e) place sand and gravel base where 
necesary and (f) permanent bituminous 
surfacing where required from Townsend 
to Division.

SUBJECT: Purchasing Department Pro- 
cedures 


SCOPE: Checking, handling, and veri- 
fication of paper work after receipt of 
goods or services. 


The department, upon receipt of the 
purchase, verifies the count and forwards 
the approved copy of the purchase order 
which is used as a receiving slip along with 
the invoice to Purchasing for payment. 
The department head is responsible for this 
approval. It is not actually the depart- 
ment’s responsibility to verify the exten- 
sion but rather to verify that the depart- 
ment has received the material, 


Purchasing matches the receiving copy 
against the purchase order and notes the 
pertinent facts on their copy as a perman- 
ent record. They verify price and quant- 
ity, then forward the receiving slip and 
invoice to the Controller’s Office for pay- 
ment. When time permits, they check the 
extension and Mr, Head signs this as being 
approved for payment. 


The Controller’s Office checks the exten- 
sions and proceeds to process through their 
office, preparing the check, warrant register, 
and proper charge to the department and 
project. 


CONCLUSION: It appears that in many 
instances there is a duplication of effort. 
To simplify this, the duties of each de- 
partment involved should be more speci- 
fically outlined. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


1. The depatment be solely responsible for 
verification as to the actual merchan- 
dise or service received. 


2. Purchasing be solely responsible for 
verification that the purchase order is 
filled, so noted, and closed out or a 
correction be made to it when necessary. 


3. The Controller’s Office be responsible for 
extensions of the invoice verification as 
to correctness and payment. They have 
people familiar with this work and are 
actually responsible for the payments 
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being accurate. This will eliminate 
repetition of work. The only time they 
would have to go back to Purchasing 
would be when the vendor’s extensions 
were in error. 


It is also recommended that all con- 
tractural services be reviewed and be ap- 
proved annually by the Finance Committee 
as an automatic accepted charge to the 
City and as such be passed for payment 
without a purchase order being necessary. 
Such expenses as telephone, heat, light, 
gas, insurance, medical, and other services 
that are necessary but not limited as to 
price or frequency could be included. This 
would cut down on the paper work and do 
away with purchase orders being written 
as a confirming order for an approved 
service already received. 


With the above suggestions put into 
effect and with the help of Janette Kinske 
one hour a day, it is anticipated that the 
Purchasing Department can keep up with 
its work load.

Gentlemen : 


Last year a portion of West Holmes 
Road was widened. One inch of bituminous 
surfacing was placed and left for another 
inch to follow this year. This method can 
be used to an advantage for property 
owners abutting and the City. Typical 
subgrade settlements may occur’ within 
one or two years and only cause slight 
depressions which can then be followed 
by a finish coat of blacktop after the 
settlements occur. 


Due to the very satisfactory appearance 
with one year’s traffic wear, I would 
recommend that this method be utilized on 
an experimental basis. The Miracle Mile, 
Ine. has requested early blacktopping of 
350 feet of Keystone Avenue, the entrance 
to their Industrial Park, which is to be 
opened in June. On an experimental basis, 
I am requesting approval of placing this 
one-inch bituminous surfacing prior to 
this opening date. 


Should this method prove satisfactory, 
we might then adopt a uniform depart- 
mental policy of blacktopping curbed and 
guttered streets.

in this matter have been referred to me 
for my approval. 


It is my understanding that you have 
requested the subdividers to expand the 
size of certain lots beyond the dimensions 
stated within the proposed plat. To imple- 
ment this request, you have requested build- 
ing and use restrictions which would re- 
quire certain lots to be divided ‘“‘to insure 
building sites having not less than a 65 
foot lot frontage.’’ 


It is my opinion that such building and 
use restrictions would be a _ precarious 
method of carrying out your intention. In 
the first instance it must be recognized 
that such building and use restrictions may 
be modified or annulled at any time upon 
the agreement of the owners of all lands 
lying within the subdivision. Although I 
would not question the good faith of 
Lurea Building Co., Poxson Homes, Inc., 
or Mr. Carl E. Gressle, it is certainly 
within the realm of possibility that they 
might convey their present interest in the 
premises to a third party or parties who 
at that time might see fit to set aside the 
restrictions. At that point the enforcement 
of the larger lot size could only be accom- 
plished by relying upon the letter of 
Leonard R. Farber, Vice-President of Lurea 
Building Co. which would not be necessarily 
binding upon his successors in interest, 
Any successors in interest could rely on 
the dimensions stated in the recorded plat, 
if the building and use restrictions should 
subsequently be modified. 


I, therefore, respectfully suggest that the 
best and only certain method of carrying 
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out the intention as stated within your 
resolution of May 11, 1964, is to request the 
subdividers to submit modified “chard backs” 
of the plat clearly indicating the requested 
lot dimensions.

The action taken by your honorable body 
on May 11, 1964, and referred to this de- 
partment regarding a request you received 
from the Board of Education concerning 
the installation of an underground gasoline 
storage tank with pump to be located at 
the above captioned location has been in- 
vestigated. 


This office will approve the proposed in- 
stallation; providing, the following direc- 
tives are complied with: 


1. The pump must be located 40 feet from 
any class room and not less than 20 
feet from doors or other building open- 
ings at or below grade level, 


2. The underground storage tank is NOT 
to be filled from a tanker at any time 
the school building or premises are 
occupied by pupils. 


3. The pump is to be protected by suitable 
guard rail or posts and shall be provided 
with a secondary means of shutting off 
the power in the event of an accident 
or a fire. 


4. When an underground flammable liquid 
storge tank is to be subjected to traffic, 
the tank shall be protected against 
damage from vehicles passing over by 
18 inches of well-tamped earth plus 
either eight inches of asphaltic con- 
crete or six inches of reinforced con- 
erete. This material must extend at 
least one foot horizontally beyond the 
outline of the tank in all directions.

Dear Mr. Mayor and Members of the 
Council: 


The tax statements handled by the vast 
majority of municipalities contain carbon 
on the back of the first of the statement’s 
two copies, or a tear-out carbon insert is 
used between the statement’s two copies. 
Either system results in an inconvenience 
to the taxpayer and to the employees who 
must handle these statements. For some 
years, the City of Lansing has used the 
first mentioned type, known as “hot wax 
spot carbon,” as it was the cleaner of the 
two available. 


In an attempt to provide the taxpayer, 
and our own employees, with a totally clean 
statement to handle, this office has experi- 
mented during the past two years with a 
new, “‘no carbon required” paper. In July 
1962, for example, this office ordered 600 
tax statement of this type and found fair 
results. Since that period, the paper has 
improved, and the price has decreased— 
As a result, the July 1964 statements, 
totalling 48,500 in number, were ordered 
of this “no carbon required” paper. Aside 
from a printer’s error, the new statements 
appear easy to read, in addition to being 
clean to handle. 


Should the new statements work out as 
well as expected during the July tax period, 
it is my intention to order similar state- 
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statement, with an old one for comparison, 
is attached.

In any case 
whereafter notice has been given to the 
property owner and he shall refuse and 
neglect to destroy or cause to be destroyed 
such infestation within fifteen (15) days 
after receipt of such notice, the Park 
Board may without further notice cause 
the same to be done. In such case all cost 
pertaining to the destruction of such in- 
festation shall be paid from the city 
treasury and the amount thereof assessed 
against the property on the next general 
assessment roll of the city.

SUBJECT: Filing of Annual Reports 


In accordance with provisions of Section 
10 of the City Charter and Section 26-11 (b) 
presented herewith are the Annual Reports 
covering the fiscal transactions for the 
Policemens and Firemens Retirement Sys- 
tem and the Employees Retirement System 
for the year ended December 31, 1963, to- 
gether with Actuarial valuations covering 
each system as of December 31, 1963. 


It should be noted that the Employees 
Retirement System has all accrued liabilities 
100% funded which was _ accomplished 
within a 23 year period, seven years earlier 
than was contemplated when the system 
was established. In addition establishing 
reserves to provide for contingencies in 
actuarial assumptions was accomplished 
during this period in an amount in excess 
of $279,000. The rate of City contributions 
was reduced from the present requirement 
of 6% of payroll to a level of 5.10% of 
payroll for 1964. 


The Policemens and Firemens Retirement 
System has reached nearly 80% funding 
of accrued liabilities which represents an 
advance of 12 years over the original 40 
year period established for the funding of 
these liabilities at the inception of the 
system. The rate of City contributions was 
reduced from the present requirement of 
15% of payroll to a level of 12.63% of pay- 
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roll for 1964 in spite of a substantial in- 
crease from 1% to 1.6% in the cost of 
casualty pensions based upon adverse ex- 
perience involving disability pensions in 
recent years. The effect of the recent 
Charter amendments on contribution levels 
will not be exactly determined until the 
next valuation report at December 31, 
1964, however actuarial estimates indicate 
that the total cost will not exceed the pre- 
sent 15% of payroll level now in effect. 


As indicated by the foregoing statements 
and in the attached reports, both Retire- 
ment Systems are in excellent financial 
condition and represent significant accom- 
plishments for which the City may take 
justifiable pride.

It should also be pointed out that 
due to the angle of the intersection it will 
be necessary to retain some of the chan- 
nelizing islands to insure an orderly move- 
ment of vehicles in and thru the intersec- 
tion. 


Michigan Avenue and Verlinden Avenue 
Note: Read second paragraph carefully. 


A review of an 8-hour manual vehicle 
count in July of 1963 indicates that the 
volume of traffic into the intersection 
slightly exceeds the Minimum Vehicular 
Volume Warrant for traffic signals. This 
was at a time when high school was not 
in regular session, 


In order to improve the flow of traffic at 
this intersection by installing a_ traffic 
signal it will be necessary to widen Mich- 
igan Avenue a minimum of nine (9) feet 
on the south side at least 300 feet west of 
Verlinden Avenue. This would permit one 
lane for westbound traffic, a center lane 
for storage of vehicles turning left from 
Verlinden into Michigan—east to north, 
and a lane for eastbound thru traffic. A 
breakdown of the eastbound movement 
showed that 971 or 37% turned left and 
1606 or 63% went thru.

Avenue is not a judicious use of taxpayers’ 
money as the traffic flow on Pennsylvania 
Avenue will be slightly improved, if at all, 
over its present ability to carry traffic. 


Even if this $350 to $400 thousand face 
lifting, the cost of which is fully borne by 
the Lansing taxpayer, is permitted to take 
place, experts foresee the removal of the 
median in a period of not more than 5 
years. 


As the people voted $250,000 for widening 
Pennsylvania Avenue, the elaborate plan 
contrived to tamper with but not widen 
the street nor improve its utility, at a cost 
of at least $100,000 more than the people 
voted, is beyond the shadow of a doubt a 
promiscuous use of taxpayers’ money. 


It would be much more reasonable to 
allow the street to stay as it is until in- 
creased traffic requires the removal of the 
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median which can be accomplished at one- 
half the cost of the proposed innocuous, 
ineffective, politically contrived hodge- 
podge so-called street widening improve- 
ments. 


Common sense dictates that the street 
should not be re-arrangd at the present 
time. 


The operation of the Resolution is 
suspended.

Gentlemen : 


A number of different alternate plans 
for reconstruction, combinations of re- 
construction and repair and anticipated 
routine maintenance plans and costs have 
been investigated for the subject project. 


I — RECONSTRUCTION — BOULE- 
VARD. Over the last few years, the vari- 
ous boards, department directors, and city 
legislators have evolved the reconstruction 
scheme now delineated on the final or nearly 
final construction plans recently submitted 
to you. These plans propose the construc- 
tion of two 24 ft, roadways with a 12 ft. 
raised curb median from Mt. Hope to the 
Grand Trunk Railroad, the same between 
Hazel and Sheridan, a 60 ft. roadway with 
no median from Grand Trunk Railroad to 
Hazel, and merely resurface the existing 
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two 23 ft. roadways with a 3 ft. median 
from Sheridan to Grand River. Ten feet 
(10 ft.) wide left-turn lane slots are 
proposed to be constructed for northbound 
Pennsylvania at Lincoln, Pacific, Mt. Hope, 
Baker, Fayette, Hazel, Main, Bement, 
Kalamazoo, Eureka, Jerome, Shiawassee 
and Sheridan. Also, left-turn 10 ft. lanes 
are proposed for southbound Pennsylvania 
at Lincoln, Pacific, Mt, Hope, Lindberg, 
Haco, Walsh, Main, Bement, Eureka, 
Jerome, Shiawassee (BVS), and Saginaw. 
Within these plans, the general idea is to 
provide two 24 ft. roadways outside the 
full 60 ft. roadway between Grand Trunk 
Railroad and Hazel and leave the two 23 
ft. roadways from Sheridan to Grand 
River. 


The present existing Pennsylvania Avenue 
has two 20 ft. roadways with a 20 ft. 
median from. Lincoln to Red Cedar River. 
It has two 27 ft. roadways with a 6 ft. 
median from the Grand Trunk Railroad to 
Saginaw and has two 23 ft. roadways with 
a 3 ft. median from Saginaw to Sheridan. 
In going north, there are presently three 
locations with alignment offsets: approxi- 
mately 814 ft. easterly at Mt. Hope, ap- 
proximately 10 ft. easterly at Hazel, and 
approximately 15 ft. easterly at Saginaw. 
Those at Hazel and Saginaw are now 
provided with relatively streamlined tran- 
sitions with flared adjoining roadway both 
northbound and southbound. The afore- 
mentioned proposed reconstruction would 
leave these two as they exist but would 
correct the alignment at Mt. Hope so as 
to make flush the northbound and south- 
bound adjoining roadways. 


A reconstruction plan as_ heretofore 
described and as indicated on the plans 
would cost approximately $96,000 for Lin- 
coln to Mt. Hope; $180,000 for Mt. Hope to 
Michigan ; $66,000 for Michigan to Sheri- 
dan, and $8,000 for Sheridan to Grand 
River which totals $350,000. 


II—MAINTENANCE REPAIRS. During 
the past year, the state average surface 
maintenance on 20 ft. paved municipal 
trunklines was approximately $250.00 per 
mile. A cursory investigation of Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue indicates an annual mainten- 
ance cost of approximately $300.00 per 
roadway plus some reconditioning will be 
required in the way of heavy repairs within 
the next few years. Over a five year period, 
we would estimate the repairs plus the 
general maintenance consisting of patch- 
ing and crack filling, ete., would cost 
approximately $72,000.00 for the length 
from Lincoln to Grand River. These are 
derived by estimating Lincoln to Mt. Hope 
at $16,000 (.41 miles) ; Mt. Hope to Michi- 
gan at $32,000 (1.4 miles); Michigan to 
Sheridan at $20,000 ¢.73 miles) and 
Sheridan to Grand River at $4,000 (.25 
miles). 


These repairs cover the replacement of 
all broken curbs and either replacement or 
overlaying all broken up and _ irregular 
pavement surfaces but does not revise any 
alignment, medians or change layout con- 
figurations. 
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III—RESURFACE. A _ complete resur- 
facing program for Pennsylvania Avenue 
at the rate of approximately two inches 
plus necessary repairs and reconstruction 
of curbs would cost approximately $130,- 
000 to $150,000, depending upon the drain- 
age revisions which would have to be 
determined by a detailed engineering study. 


IV—WIDEN THE EXISTING 20 ft. 
ROADWAYS PLUS MAINTENANCE RE- 
PAIRS. A combination of reconstruction, 
repairs, and maintenance to provide widen- 
ing of the existing 20 ft. roadways to 24 
ft. roadways and retaining the existing 
27 ft. and 23 ft. roadways would cost 
approximately $200.000. 


Another alternative not mentioned above 
would be an elaborate reconstruction plan 
entailing complete re-design and reconstruc- 
tion of the roadways and all incidental 
features, including drainage modifications. 
Inasmuch as a plan of this nature would 
require considerable study and analysis, 
an estimation is impossible to offer at this 
time. It is very likely the cost would be 
more than double that indicated in Plan 
I above. 


This report is meant to be objective, 
furnishing you with information for study 
and on which to decide upon the solution 
most advantageous to the City.

The Traffic Board was informed that 
a change in the present freight car inter- 
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change point between the Grand Trunk 
Western Railway and New York Central 
Railroad, now located at the junction of 
these two railroads near the east end of 
E. South Street, would eliminate the need 
of moving approximately 700 cars per 
month around the City and over approxi- 
mately 15 grade crossings twice. See 
attached map showing rail lines involved 
(C & O Ry not involved). The GTW is 
very anxious to establish a new interchange 
point where the two lines are about 40 
feet apart in the area at the south end 
of West Street. Although the NYC would 
benefit in many ways they are reluctant to 
agree to this change. 


Describing an actual interchange will 
illustrate what goes on: 


GTW TO NYC 


Frames for Oldsmobile will be a good 
example. Frames arrive in Lansing from 
the east via the Grand Trunk. They are 
dropped off at the Pennsylvania or Waverly 
yards. The local GTW switch engine picks 
them up and spots them on the interchange 
tracks for the NYC. The NYC switch 
engine picks them up and hauls them 
around the City to storage tracks in the 
vxicinity of Fisher Body. When they are 
scheduled into Oldsmobile they are moved 
in via NYC into the Olds plant. About 
6.6 miles across 15 City streets at grade. 
When the car is unloaded it goes back to 
the GTW via the same route to the South 
Yard and then is spotted on the interchange 
track for the GTW which requires crossing 
Baker, Mt. Hope and Pacific twice in addi- 
tion to the other 15 streets at grade. This 
does not include the crossing of Washington 
Avenue by GTW. 


If the interchange point were changed 
the GTW would drop the cars off at the 
Pennsylvania or Waverly yards and the 
switch engine would spot them on the 
new interchange track. The NYC would 
pick them up and spot them on their stor- 
age tracks or deliver them to Oldsmobile. 
If spotted on the storage tracks by Fisher 
Body they would cross 3 City streets at 
grade. When empty the cars would be 
pulled from Olds to the interchange track 
and spotted for GTW. No City streets 
crosed in this movement. Distance about 
one-half mile. 


Present Interchange—15 street crossings 
out; 16 street crossings in—Distance, 
6.6 miles. 


Proposed Interchange—3* street crossings 
pe ; 3* street crossings in—Distance, 1 
mile. 


*If cars have to lay over on storage tracks. 
If not, no street crossings and about one- 
half mile distance. 


The interchange charge is a flat rate 
which would be the same no matter where 
it occurred, 


NYC TO GTW 
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The heavy interchange of cars is from 
GTW to NYC for Fisher Body and Olds- 
mobile. Number of cars from NYC to 
GTW is very small. However, the inter- 
change from NYC to GTW would be as 
follows: 


Cars now dropped at NYC South Yard— 
near Cavanaugh and Pennsylvania—for 
GTW would go through to NYC Belt Yard 
—west of Fisher Body. They would be 
taken by NYC switch engine to new inter- 
change track for GTW. Procedure now 
is to take these cars from Belt Yard to 
South Yard and then back to present NYC 
to GTW interchange point. 


Seven hundred cars per month figure 
up to 8,400 cars per year. This would cut 
down on the number of cars in the switch- 
ing movements from the NYC Belt Line 
Yard to the NYC South Yard which involves 
many City street crossings at grade. 


The Board recommends that City Council 
contact New York Central officials to dis- 
cuss the need for and benefits that would 
come from the change of the interchange 
point.

It is anticipated that 
the demand for street parking in a wide 
area around the Development project will 
be heavy. This street parking area will 
involve many residential areas that will be 
confronted with vehicles parked all day in 
front of their homes. While the need for 
this parking is realized the Board is of 
the opinion that there should be regulation 
to some extent. 


Preliminary construction work in the 
area has already resulted in removal of 
some of the parking meters in the area.

Prior to or at the time of submission 
of the Final Plat for approval the sub- 
divider shall also submit two complete sets 
of final construction plans showing con- 
templated improvements for the required 
streets, utilities and other facilities required. 
Before approving or disapproving the Final 
Plat, the Planning Board shall require 
a written statement from the City Engi- 
neer, Board of Water and Light, the Parks 
Department and other utilities regarding 
the adequacy or inadequacy of construction 
plans and improvements proposed by the 
subdivider. 


Before approving a Final Plat and the 
accompanying construction plans for public 
improvements, the Planning Board shall 
require satisfactory evidence that agree- 
ment has been reached between the sub- 
divider, the City Engineer, Board of Water 
and Light, the Parks Department and 
other utilities in providing for the in- 
spection of the various public improvements 
as they are constructed. 


Recommended Improvement Guarantees 


In lieu of the actual installation of re- 
quired public improvements, the subdivider 
shall enter into a contract with the City 
of Lansing for the completion of the re- 
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quired public improvements, in accordance 
with Sec. 23 of Act 172 of P.A. of 1929, as 
amended, provide a financial guarantee of 
performance in one or a combination of 
the following arrangements subject to the 
acceptance of the City Council: 


In case of either cash deposit, irrevocable

8. Irrevocable letter of Credit—An irrevo- 
cable letter of credit isued by a bank 
authorized to do business in Michigan 
in an amount to cover the cost of the 
contemplated improvements as estimated 
by the City and which authorizes funds 
to be drawn in payment of contractual 
obligations upon order of the City. 


Penalty for non-completion of Public

In case the subdivider shall fail to com-

Since the adoption of the Purchasing 
Ordinance, I have made purchases for the 
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City of Lansing on the basis of agreements 
pines by the Board of Water and 
ight. 


Purchasing Ordinance, Section 2-40, “The 
Agent shall have the authority to join with 
other units of government in cooperative 
purchasing plans when the best interests 
of the City would be served thereby.” 


I was under the impression that this 
was the only authorization I need to act in 
the best interests of the City. 


I have purchased Chlorine from the 
Pennsalt Chemical Company on the basis 
of the Board of Water and Light agree- 
ment, which saves the City $.10 per cwt. 
The Board of Water and Light purchases 
of Chlorine are more than double the pur- 
chases by the City of Lansing. The City 
Controller does not recognize the authority 
of the Purchasing Ordinance and has with- 
held payment of the invoice for the last 
delivery of fifteen tons, amounting to 
$1,372.50, and has demanded Council ap- 
proval. 


I am also purchasing incandescent and 
fluorescent lamps, for all departments, from 
the Michigan Electric Supply Company in 
conjunction with the Board of Water and 
Light. Obviously the purchases of lamps 
by the Board of Water and Light is con- 
siderably greater than the purchases by the 
City of Lansing. 


I would appreciate Council approval to 
continue this practice as authorized by the 
Ordinance if the Council feels their ap- 
proval is necessary.

The 1964/65 Budget Books are presented 
herewith for the information of the Mayor 
and City Council and copies have been 
distributed to the various Departments and 
are available at the office of the City Clerk 
for distribution to the public upon request. 


The format for presentation has been 
changed somewhat from previous years 
budget books to reflect the changes made 
by the City Council in adopting the Bud- 
get for 1964/65 as well as the assignment 
of new account numbers to permit efficient 
utilization of machine accounting methods 
in the Controllers Office. 


Within the budget detail it will be noted 
that an expansion of activities over pre- 
vious years has been provided for in many 
departments to aid those departments in 
cost control and to permit more complete 
reporting to the Mayor and City Council 
on expenditures made during the year. All 
expanded activity detail was obtained 
directly from information provided by the 
departments themselves and, where desir- 
able, provisions were incorporated to pro- 
vide for expansion in the detail without 
completely revising the account number- 
ing structure. 


As an example, under the Public Service 
Department construction appropriations, 
provisions have been made for the segrega- 
tion of costs between individual projects. 
By reporting costs to the accounting divi- 
sion on each individual project as ex- 
penses are incurred, the department will 
be able to obtain up to date reports and 
details of expenditures covering each pro- 
ject. Where the departments do not 
break down the charges by projects or 
activities on vouchers submitted to the 
Controllers Office, of course no project 
detail could be produced and_ “reports 
would be limited to lump sum totals 
covering groups of projects only.

Any trees, plants, shrubs or any private 
lands whereon insect pests and plant dis- 
eases may be found to have injuriously af- 
fected either said tree, plants or shrubs or 
which may injuriously affect the public 
health and welfare, may be entered upon by 
the city forester or other authorized em- 
ployees of the Park Department to make 
field inspections, including the removal of 
specimens for laboratory analysis that may 
be necesary to determine the presence of 
said infestation or to locate any private 
lands which might serve as a_ breeding 
place for insects. 


After determination of infestation, the 
city forester, or other authorized employees 
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of the Park Department may, by written 
notice, give the property owner a definitive 
time but not less than ten (10) days to 
remove, treat and dispose of the infested 
lands, trees, plants or shrubs. If the work 
is not satisfactorily completed by that 
time, then and in that case, the city 
forester or other authorized agent may 
enter upon the property and remove, des- 
troy and/or treat the infested area by 
approved practice. 


If the nature of the infestation for 
reasons of public health and welfare does 
not permit the affording of ten (10) days 
written notice to the property owner, the 
cost of said removal, destruction, or 
treatment shall be borne by the City at 
large. In any case whereafter notice has 
been given to the property owner and he 
shall refuse and neglect to destroy or cause 
to be destroyed such infestation within 
fifteen (15) days after receipt of such 
notice, the park department may, without

further notice, cause the same to be done. 
In such case all cost pertaining to the 
destruction of such infestation shall be 
paid from the city treasury and the amount 
thereof assessed against the property on 
the next general assessment roll of the 
city. Where definite ownership of property 
cannot be established or where proper 
notice cannot be given the owner thereof, 
it shall be the duty of the Park Department 
to cause the destruction of said infestation 
at the expense of the city.

Sec. 9-83. Definitions. 


(1) “Person” is any person, firm, part- 
nership, association, corporation, company, 
or organization of any kind. 


(2) “Swimming pool” is defined as a 
body of water in an artificial or semi- 
artificial receptacle or other container, 
used or intended to be used for private, 
public, or semi-public swimming by adults 
or children, or both adults and children, 
whether or not any charge or fee is im- 
posed upon such adults or children, oper- 
ated or maintained by any person, whether 
he be an owner, proprietor, possessor, 
lessee, tenant, licensee or renter, and shall 
include all structures, appurtenances, equip- 
ment, appliances and other facilities ap- 
purtenant to and intended for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of a swimming pool, 
and also all swimming pools operated and 
maintained in conjunction with or by 
motels, hotels, schools, clubs, fraternal 
organizations, societies, community associa- 
tions, cooperative or others. 


(3) “Picket fence” is defined as a fence 
made of upright poles or stakes. 


Sec. 9-84. Enclosure of Swimming Pools. 


Every swimming pool shall be completely 
surrounded by a fence or wall not less than 
five (5) feet in height, which shall be so 
constructed as not to have openings, holes, 
or gaps larger than four (4) inches in any 
dimension except for doors and gates; and 
the body of such doors and gates shall 
likewise not have openings, holes, or gaps 
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larger than four (4) inches in any dimen- 
sion. Provided, however, that it shall be 
permissible to erect and maintain a picket 
fence, provided, that the horizontal dimen- 
tion between the pickets shall not exceed 
four (4) inches. A dwelling house or 
accessory building may be used as part of 
such enclosure. All gates or doors opening 
through such enclosure shall be equipped 
with a self-closing and self-latching device 
for keeping the gate or door securely closed 
at all times when not in actual use, except 
that the door of any dwelling which forms 
a part of the enclosure need not be so 
equipped. This requirement shall be applic- 
able to all new swimming pools which have 
a depth of 18' inches or more of water at 
any point and shall apply to all existing 
pools which have a depth of 18 inches or 
more of water at any point. No person in 
possession of land within the City, either 
as owner, proprietor, possessor, lessee, ten- 
ant, licensee or renter upon which is situ- 
ated a swimming pool having a depth of 
18 inches or more of water at any point 
shall fail to provide and maintain such 
fence or wall as herein provided. 


Sec. 9-85. The Building Commissioner, 
or his duly appointed agents, shall inspect 
or cause to be inspected swimming pools 
within the City at such times as he may 
deem necessary to carry out the intent 
of this ordinance. The Building Com- 
missioner, or his duly appointed agents, 
are hereby authorized to enter upon any 
premises, private, semi-private or public, 
at such times as he may deem necessary, 
to require the owner, proprietor, possessor, 
lessee, tenant, licensee or renter to com- 
ply with the requirements of this ordin- 
ance. In the event of failure of compli- 
ance, after written notice of the require- 
ments pursuant to this ordinance, the 
Building Commissioner, or his duly ap- 
pointed agents, shall have the power to 
abate or cause a suspension of the use of 
such swimming pool and to cause the 
same to be drained until such time as the 
same is, in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner, or his duly appointed agents, 
no longer a menace or hazard to health or 
safety.

No person shall, for the purpose of 
causing a condition of intoxication, 
euphoria, excitement, exhilaration, stupe- 
faction, or dulling of the senses or nervous 
system, intentionally smell or inhale the 
fumes from any model glue: Provided, how- 
ever, that this section shall not apply to 
the inhalation of any anesthesia for medi- 
cal or dental purposes. 


Sec. 22-37. Possession or Transfer for 
Unlawful Purpose Prohibited. No person 
shall for the purpose of violating or aid- 
ing another to violate any provision of 
this ordinance, intentionally possess, buy, 
sell, transfer possession, or receive posses- 
sion of any model glue. 


Sec. 22-38. Penalties. Any person violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
in an amount not exceeding $500.00 or be 
imprisoned in the city jail for a period not 
exceeding 90 days or be both so fined and 
imprisoned. Each day such violation is 
committed or permitted to continue shall 
constitute a separate offense and shall be 
punishable as such hereunder.

Dear Councilman Bradshaw: 


Having completed my first year as Civil 
Defense Director, City of Lansing, I feel 
it is my duty to relay the following in- 
formation to you and the Council Public 
Safety Committee. 


While there are many inadequacies in 
our natural disaster plan, we have pro- 
gressed considerably. The groundwork has 
been laid for a massive training program 
in disaster survey, also in search and 
rescue. 
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Our Weather Alert Communications sys- 
tem is in a high degree of readiness with 
the utilization of Amateur Radio Operators. 
We still lack centralized communications 
within the City, manly an Emergency 
Operating Center or Command Commun- 
ications Control Point. 


Preparednes for a man-made disaster, 
regretfully, leaves much to be desired. 
While we have 43 shelters stocked, provid- 
ing protection for 15,000 people, which is 
a higher ratio than 80 percent of the Cities 
of the United States, we still have a long 
way to go. 


Our warning system is highly inadequate 
and should be replaced. Surveys have been 
completed for adequate “‘warning coverage” 
of our City. The cost of an adequate warn- 
ing system for our rapidly expanding City 
will run in the neighborhood of $100,000.00. 


An Emergency Operating Center, as 
with a natural disaster, is likewise of 
primary importance in a man-made dis- 
aster. We must have a sheltered center 
with living facilities and proper com- 
munications to control] and alleviate the 
many problems we will encounter in a 
man-made disaster. 


A training manual has been composed 
for shelter managers and is now in the 
process of being printed. Upon completion 
of the printing, the shelter managers of 
our City will begin their training sessions. 


While the record of Civil Defense during 
this past year appears “rosey,’’ due to our 
accomplishments, I am deeply concerned 
over the many problems that must be 
solved. The basic problems are the warn- 
ing system, the Emergency Operating Cen- 
ter, and insufficient shelters for our public. 


I wish I had a magic formula to erase 
our problems, but I lack that talent, for 
it involves the appropriation of a con- 
siderable amont of revenue, nearly $300,- 
000.00. This amount is without doubt stag- 
gering, yet a meager price to pay for the 
protection of 120,000 people. 


I wish to express my gratitude to you 
and your committee for your assistance 
this past year. I sincerely wish I could 
submit a more favorable report. It is my 
duty to do my utmost with the facilities 
and funds available; in that respect, we 
have not failed. It is my duty, further, to 
keep you informed of our problems, and 
we have many. 


I am very proud to be the Civil Defense 
Director of this City, and I shall continue 
to do the best job possible with the tools 
you provide me, whether they be a nail 
and a hammer or a full chest of tools.

RENT SUPPLEMENTATION 
RESOLUTION OF CITY COUNCIL 
LANSING, MICHIGAN 


Whereas, the Urban Renewal Administra- 
tion of the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency approved a Survey and Planning 
Application on June 17, 19638, for Lansing’s 
Urban Renewal Project No. 1, known as 
Project Number Mich. R-87, under the 
provisions of the Housing Act of 1954, as 
amended; and 


Whereas, state and federal law require 
that families be relocated into decent safe 
and sanitary housing; and 


Whereas, it may become necessary to 
supplement rent for certain low-income 
families to so effect their relocation ; 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved that 
the City of Lansing hereby agrees to main- 
tain a rent supplementation program for 
the purpose of assisting families displaced 
from the Project Area to relocate in decent 
safe and sanitary dwelling should such as- 
sistance be necessary. An account is hereby 
established for this purpose and appropria- 
tions will be made as needed in carrying 
out the following policies ; 


1. The maximum amount of supplementa- 
tion available to any family shall be the 
difference between 25% of the monthly 
gross family income and the gross monthly 
rent (the actual cost of renting a private 
standard dwelling unit including the cost 
of heat, water, electricity and gas if 
needed). 


2. Financial assistance shall be available 
for a five year period commencing from 
the date of a relocated family’s first oc- 
cupancy of said dwelling unit. 


3. Financial assistance is continued only 
so long as a relocated family cooperates 
in a periodic, quarterly, review of gross 
family income by the Urban Renewal De- 
partment which reserves the right to re 
view monthly if it is deemed to be in the 
best interest of the City. 


4. Financial assistance may be terminated 
if a family is unreasonable in accepting 
non-subsidized but decent, safe, sanitary 
housing made available to them at a price 
within their ability to pay and meeting 
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their needs but rather insists upon being 
relocated in a unit requiring supplementa- 
tion when there is no logical reason to do 
so. 


5. Financial assistance may be terminated 
if the City adopts a public housing pro- 
gram and the subsidized families can be 
relocated therein. 


6. Responsibility for administration of 
the rent supplementation program shall be 
under the Redevelopment Director.

As background for the action herein 
taken, on December 17, 1963, bids were 
received for a group hospitalization and/or 
life insurance program to cover approxi- 
mately 1062 employees of the City of Lan- 
sing. The specifications advised the bidding 
insurance companies that the City of Lan- 
sing would contribute an average of $135 
per employee annually. This would have 
paid the entire life insurance coverage and 
the balance would be applied to the hos- 
pitalization and surgical benefits. 


The City Council rejected all bids as 
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there appeared to be substantial reluctance 
on the part of employees to change from 
their present hospitalization carrier. The 
City Council again advertised for bids on 
life insurance on their own volition, and 
were received on June 23, 1964. In these 
specifications, the City was to participate 
by paying a flat amount per employee equal 
to 50% of the premium for the employee- 
only portion of the insurance. 


In the light of the fact that employees’ 
beneficiaries now receive a lump sum pay- 
ment of $4,000 from the general fund of 
the City of Lansing in the event of an 
employee’s death, the benefits provided in 
the specifications would be slightly ad- 
vantageous to only 20 city executives and 
8 councilmen. The rest, comprising 98% 
of the city work force, stand to lose cover- 
age. The following table is self-explana- 
tory :

Those employees earning between $7,500 
and $10,000 would have $8,000 in insurance, 
half being paid by the City. Thus, it would 
equal the city coverage now provided. 
Those earning between $5,000 and $7,500 
would receive $6,000 of insurance, only 
$3,000 being paid by the city. Those earn- 
ing less than $5,000 would only receive a 
total of $3,000 in coverage, resulting in 
only $1,500 worth of insurance being paid 
by the City in comparison with the $4,000 
now fully paid by the City. This is the 
epitome of inequity and regression, and is 
patently detrimental to employee relations. 


Added to this injustice is the fact that 
the Council unanimously has approved the 
City’s usurpation of all the dividends which 
could conceivably result in this program 
costing the city nothing, with the entire 
burden borne by the employees. 


The Resolution is in direct violation of 
the formal contract procedure of the Pur- 
chasing Ordinance, Sec. 282, in that Bid 
No. 8 was not the lowest responsible bidder. 
It is unfortunate that the Council did not 
see fit to have a competent, qualified actu- 
ary determine the low bidder. In fact, a 
thorough examination by a layman indi- 
cates that Bid No. 8 is actually the tenth 
lowest bidder of all those submitted or the 
sixth lowest bidder considering that four 
of the ten lowest bidders were deemed by 


the Purchasing Director to have not met 
specifications. The difference between Bid 
No. 8 and the lowest bidder amounts, over 
a 10-year period, to $16,110. Bid No. 8 is 
$3,000 higher than the fifth lowest bidder. 
If the coverage approved by the Council 
was not so inequitable on its face and in 
derogation of employee interests, I would 
recommend that all bids be turned over to 
a responsible actuary, However, there is 
no point in that now.

Members of the City Council are seriously 
concerned regarding the completely irre- 
sponsible and misleading content of the 
Mayor’s August 19, 1964 veto of the unani- 
mously approved resolution selecting Bid 
number 8 of group life insurance bids B 64- 
232. The Mayor’s patently obvious attempt 
to create doubt and suspicion in the minds 
of City employees, is especially distasteful 
to the members of this body. The time has 
come to set the record straight, to spell out 
specific facts, to stop hiding behind the 
shadowy figures of unidentified ‘“‘laymen,”’ 
and above all other things, to reject and 
refute the Mayor’s inaccurate assumptions 
and distorted conclusions. 


Let’s examine the record—a legal ad 
calling for bids for “Group Insurance— 
B-63-69”’ and dated November 6, 1963 was 
first initiated at the request of the Mayor. 
Specifications for these bids were written 
by the Controller with the help and as- 
sistance of a Mr. Paul L. Baldovin, District 
Manager, Detroit District Group Office, 
United of Omaha, United Benefit Life In- 
surance Co., with the approval of the 
Mayor. These specifications call for face 
values of life insurance based on employee 
earnings and graduated from $3,000 up to 
$10,000. The new specifications, not written 
with the help or assistance of any possible 
interested bidder personnel, provide for 
exactly the same face values of insurance 
as the original specifications excepting 
that the amounts for retired employees 
have been increased to $1,500, the amounts 
for an employee’s spouse have been in- 
creased to $1,500 and the amounts for de- 
pendent children increased to $250.00 and 
$1,000. The Mayor is vetoing an improved 
version of insurance benefits for City em- 
ployees previously endorsed by him. 


The City Council has been extremely 
please to receive a Group Life Insurance 
bid with a retroactive rate credit of $26,103 
submitted by the Aetna Life Insurance Co. 
This vital ingredient of any insurance pro- 
posal or bid having an important and direct 
impact on the net cost of the protection 
represents the best figure submitted by 
any bidder including the incomplete and 
rejected bids. It is for this important rea- 
son that only now, after bidders have com- 
mitted themselves, is the City in a position 
to intelligently decide upon an equitable 
division of costs and an equitable distribu- 
ton of dividends. To have irrevocably de- 
cided upon these matters prior to the re- 
ceipt of firm bids, would have put the City 
in the position of signing a blank check. 
The Mayor’s veto falsely assumes definite 
prior decisions in these areas and displays 
his lack of an elementary understanding 
and knowledge of the proper handling of 
insurance bids. This is not the first time 
that the Mayor has attempted to confuse 
and mislead City employees and the gen- 
eral public. A comparison of a document 
entitled ‘Consolidated Plan Of Life And 
Hospital—Surgical—Medical Insurance For 
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The City of Lansing Employee’s” with bids 
marked “Group Insurance—B-63-69” and 
dated November 6, 1963 reveals another 
attempt to mislead. The cover page of this 
document, which was widely distributed 
to City employees, states that persons earn- 
ing less than $5,000 will receive $4,000 
worth of life insurance. Page 5 of the 
official bids, endorsed by the Mayor, states 
that employees earning less than $5,000 
will receive $3,000 worth of life insurance. 
Such outright deception cannot be ignored 
by this Council. 


The Mayor’s approval of the bids dated 
November 6, 1968, represented an attempt 
to force an inferior plan of Hospital-Sur- 
gical insurance upon City employees. This 
attempt was prevented by City Council 
action which rejected all bids and retained 
the Blue Cross-Blue Shield protection which 
the employees desired. Such attempts to 
deprive City employees of vitally important 
benefits cannot be ignored by this Council. 


In order to finally resolve the confusion 
created by the Mayor’s veto, we now re- 
quest a reading into the record of two Com- 
mittee of The Whole resolutions and the 
attachment of roll call votes thereto.

Since becoming Civil Defense Director 
one year ago, I have continually stressed 
and strived for improved communications 
for our City—communications to better 
coordinate the services of the City in 
normal every day to day duties and also 
in emergencies. While the Police, Fire, and 
Civil Defense Departments are specifically 
charged with Public Safety in the event 
of any emergency and/or a disaster, if 
needed, any and all departments are to 
augment Public Safety Forces. 


: In any emergency—in any disaster—there 
is a need for a Command Communication 
capability, encompassing all forces. We do 
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not possess that capability in this City to- 
day. Further, it is very evident that our 
City Departments possessing communica- 
tion capability need centralized city com- 
munication repair services and standardi- 
zaton of communication equipment. 


In the past, only the Police and Fire De- 
partments have had like equipment and 
maintenance service by the City. This 
communication service has been headed by 
Stanley Steigman. His facility has provided 
efficient maintenance; further, his facili- 
ties have provided invaluable technical 
assistance in solving the communication 
problems to accomplish the task of police 
and fire services of our City. 


In view of the foregoing, with an eye 
to the future, and considering the many 
existing communication problems of all City 
Departments, the following is very respect- 
fully submitted for your consideration: 


1. The establishment of a City communi- 
cation (radio) service, channeling all 
radio repair work of the City to this 
department and the elimination of all 
communication (radio) repair work by 
private companies, other than approved 
warranty service by manufacture re- 
presentatives. 


2. The standardization of all City com- 
munication (radio) equipment. 


It is further recommended that Stanley 
Steigman be appointed as Communication 
Chief of this communication service with 
the charged responsibility of not only re- 
pair and installation of communication 
equipment, but also of technical advise to 
each department having a communication 
capability in the pursuit and accomplish- 
ment of each department’s responsibilities 
to the City, the State, and the Federal 
Government. 


I strongly feel that the approval of this 
submitted recommendation is in the best 
interest of the City and without a doubt, 
a savings to the tax payer.

It has come to my attention, due to the 
rapid expansion of this City, that the Public 
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Safety Division is in need of a large type 
vehicle to control and coordinate the vari- 
ous services of the City in time of disaster. 


This vehicle should be of maximum ton- 
nage and maximum protection factor as 
to make it non-vulnerable to attack or up- 
setting. The Public Safety Division vehicle 
should have the capabilities of communica- 
tion coordination with each emergency de- 
partment of the City, including augmenting 
forces. 


Further, the vehicle mentioned must have 
capabilities of public address announce- 
ments and must also have capabilities of 
carrying emergency equipment, such as 
1,000 feet section of line (rope), protective 
clothing, protective breathing apparatus, 
and such other equipment as deemed neces- 
sary. 


At each disaster, there is need of com- 
mand communication and command con- 
trol of a situation. Hence, a command com- 
munication network. 


Our Police Department has the commun- 
ication capability of shifting to an alter- 
nate frequency for special situations. Like- 
wise, our City Public Safety Forces should 
have a capability of shifting to a Disaster 
Network or City Command Network. 


The Command Network should encom- 
pass each department of this City, to be 
used only when needed to coordinate efforts 
in any situation. Each department should 
also retain its present communication cap- 
abilities. 


I respectfully submit this letter to the 
Public Safety Committee for your consider- 
ation. I further submit copies of this letter 
to the Police and Fire Communications 
Chief, Chief of Police, Chief of Fire, Public 
Service Director, Board of Water and Light, 
Parks and Recreation Director, and their 
respective boards for written comment.

I have discussed re-submission of this 
plat, approval of which was ‘“‘temporarily”’ 
delayed by the office of the Auditor General 
so that certain alleged engineering and 
other deficiencies could be corrected, with 
the developer Mr. William Forgraves. 
Mr. Forgraves advises me that the engi- 
neering questions have been resolved. We 
are faced, however, with an additional 
problem with reference to this plat, not 
involved in any of the other delayed plats. 
Seven out of the 54 platted lots do not 
have 60 ft. of principal frontage on pro- 
posed streets.

The present check signer in use in the 
Accounting Division is in excess of 15 years 
old and is used to sign over 100,000 checks 
annually. 


Approximately 18 months ago this equip- 
ment was overhauled after a breakdown 
and it was anticipated that its life expect- 
ancy would be extended for an additional 
three to five years. 


After experiencing recent mechanical 
difficulties we have been advised that 
further repairs are not practicable due 
to excessive wear and due to the lack 
of availability of parts. 


A separate piece of equipment used to 
imprint the amounts on checks is of even 
older vintage and is becoming unreliable 
due to age, and maintenance work is also 
hampered due to lack of parts. 


It is recommended that approval to pur- 
chase a Todd Company Model 142 Central 
Control Unit be authorized at this time 
and funds be appropriated therefore for 
the following reasons: 


1. This equipment combines the imprint- 
ing of amounts and signatures simul- 
taneously and would replace both items 
of worn out equipment presently in 
use. 


2.This equipment is the same make as 
that used by the Board of Water and 
Light and would provide our office as 
well as the Board of Water and Light 
with a back up piece of equipment in 
event of breakdown. 
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8. The mechanical features of this equpi- 
ment permit accurate control of the 
amounts imprinted, as well as_ the 
number of signature impressions made 
which would materially improve the 
internal control of disbursing opera- 
tions. A further control feature is 
the use of a locked container for signed 
checks which permits the disbursing 
officer to check the operation for cor- 
rect totals prior to removing the checks 
and prevents access to signed checks 
by other persons. 


4. Because of the high volume of check 
signing operations in this department 
which includes all payroll and general 
city warrants as well as warrants 
issued by the Board of Water and 
Light, a breakdown or complete failure 
of equipment which would entail man- 
ual signing would produce an impos- 
sible burden on myself as the only 
authorized check signer.

Authorization of Position for Urban 
Renewal. 


The budget for Urban Renewal incor- 
porates funds for a full time accounting 
position upon commencement of the site 
acquisition phase of the program. 


The purpose for this position is to pro- 
vide assistance in the accounting division 
which is responsible for the financing 
arrangements for issuing bonds to cover 
project costs, management of acquired 
real estate pending demolition or resale, 
and the numerous accounting and report- 
ing requirements imposed by the federal 
government. 


Because of the wide scope of activities 
involved in the execution phases of the 
project we anticipate that various em- 
ployees of the accounting division will be 
involved in different aspects of the work 
required rather than a single new em- 
ployee. 


The function of the new employee will 
therefore be primarily to relieve various 
personnel in the department of specific 
accounting activities and thereby permit 
them to devote that portion of their work- 
ing time to the phases of the added burden 
involving the Urban Renewal program. 
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In recognition of the added burden re- 
sulting from project execution, the Urban 
Renewal Agency approved the inclusion of 
$7,000 in the project budget for the annual 
salary of an accounting position to insure 
that the required work could be performed 
without jeopardizing the existing organi- 
zation. 


It is requested that authorization be

Certain problems have arisen in connec- 
tion with the change in employee insurance 
coverage on which further clarification of 
the Council’s intent is desired. 


1. Retired employee group 


Due to the shortness of time remaining 
before October 1, it does not appear likely 
that a full explanation and transfer of 
enrollment to the new plan can be accom- 
plished prior to the October 1, deadline 
where no authorization is received prior 
to processing the retirement payrolls, no 
deduction can be made for the new insur- 
ance and may result in a lapse of any 
insurance coverage for some retired em- 
ployees. 


2. Employees with health and accident 
insurance 


A number of regular employees presently 
carry a health and accident insurance 
policy which is deducted jointly with the 
present employee paid life insurance. 
Council clarification is desired if the pro- 
hibition for insurance deductions involving 
the present carrier was intended to elimi- 
nate payroll deductions for the Health 
and Accident coverage. 


8. Employees now carrying self paid 
life insurance 
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The present carrier of the employee paid 
life insurance has requested that he be 
permitted to solicit employees to determine 
if they wish to continue with life insurance 
coverage for themselves only, (excluding 
dependant coverage) and has requested 
that payroll deductions be authorized for 
this purpose. If deductions for health and 
accident coverage are still authorized, the 
addition of life insurance deductions could 
be handled at the same time on a con- 
solidated billing similar to that in use 
now. Instead of the Health and Accident 
coverage being added to a Life billing the 
reverse process would be used. This would 
result in additional deduction being in- 
volved where an employee elects to carry 
dependant coverage with the new carrier 
and continue the individual life coverage 
of the old group. 


Due to the short period of time in 
which to accomplish the many payroll 
changes involved in the conversion to the 
new program and the problems entailed, 
the advice of the Council on how we are 
to proceed is necessary as soon as 
possible.

To the Honorable Mayor and 
Members of the City Council 
Honorable Members: 


This year we have received more com- 
plaints about shrubs, hedges, bushes, trees, 
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etc., being traffic hazards at certain loca- 
tions than at any other time. 


The procedure set up to check these com- 
plaints is as follows: 


The Traffic Department checks to see if 
the complained about obstruction is actually 
a traffic hazard. If it is adjudged to be a 
hazard, notification is sent to the Park 
Department. They prepare a_ sketch of 
the obstruction and incorporate it in a 
form letter to the property owner giving 
him fifteen days to remove the obstruction. 
After this period has expired another check 
must be made to see if the property owner 
has complied. If not, then the removal is 
worked into the Park Department schedule 
and the cost assessed to the property owner 
if on private property. 


From a safety standpoint the process is 
too involved. It is the opinion of the Traf- 
fic Board that obstructions between the 
curb and sidewalk which constitute a traffic 
hazard should be removed forthwith. 


The Board would appreciate a revision, 
if necessary, of the present ordinance cover- 
ing removal] of these obstructions on City 
property to speed up the process,

COMMENTS 


I COMPACTION—Recent contracts in 
streets having bituminous surfacing show 
the expensive settlements making a second 
or a third patch desirable for traffic 
ridability. 


If these occur soon enough, the assess- 
ment roll is charged with these extra 
patches. If not, the general fund absorbs 
the patchwork. 


Case I is designed to avert most prob- 
lems of this settlement type and will work 
well for non-truck used streets. Heavy 
truck routes should be subject to the full 
design of Michigan State Highway Depart- 
ment specifications not contained in these 
proposed specifications. 


Case II is to recognize the nature of the 
street or right-of-way. If it is to be con- 
structed as in a new subdivision or recon- 
structed as in a gravel road at a future 
date, this will reduce the cost by elimina- 
tion of the sand backfill requirement. 


Case III is an economical backfill to be 
used in shoulder areas, unplatted easement 
locations and drain enclosures requiring no 
layer treatment of the backfill. 


II SIDEWALK—Completion of miles of 
walk last fall (1963) illustrated the poor 
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earthwork allowable. Rigid placement and 
suport are included in the proposed. Pond- 
ing of water is prohibited due to the plac- 
ing of new walk. Concrete specifications 
are improved by the inclusion of aggregate 
specifications to reduce popping and scal- 
ing. 


III. CURB AND GUTTER—At present, 
there are no approved written specifications 
on file in the office of the Public Service 
Department. Generally, curb and gutter 
has been constructed by the forces of the 
Public Service Department or by subdivi- 
ders. In the few cases where we have had 
contracts containing curb and gutter, we 
have used the Standard Specifications of 
the Michigan State Highway Department. 


The proposed curb and gutter specifica- 
tions are based on the above-mentioned 
State Highway specifications with some 
modification to better suit our needs as a 
City. Concrete specifications again include 
the inclusion of aggregate specification to 
reduce popping and scaling.

Gentlemen: 


After a review of the contractual docu- 
ments in this matter and after discussion 
with the Public Service Director and some 
of the affected property owners, I would 
have the following general recommenda- 
tions: 


(1) The special conditions of the con- 
tract for construction of Holmes Drain 
Section I Enclosure set forth certain 
specific conditions and must be complied 
with. It has been my recommendation to 
the Public Service Department that 
wherever the contractor has failed to per- 
form any aspect of these special condi- 
tions, including restoration of lawn areas, 
final cleanup and grading, protection of 
trees and shrubbery, protection of existing 
buildings, etc., accurate records should be 
kept of the costs of performing those con- 
ditions in a proper, workman-like fashion, 
by both the Public Service Department and 
the Parks Department. These costs in turn 
are to be deducted from any final payment. 


(2) As to any delay in completion of the 
project, the contract itself stipulates the 
amount of liquidated damages at $25.00 
per day. Any retention by the City of 
sums greater than this amount would not 
be in accordance with the contract. How- 
ever, it should be pointed out that this 
contract calls for a two (2) per cent 
retention of the total contract price, after 
the acceptance of all work, which would 
provide a “‘cushion” to allow for any later 
discovered defects. 


I would recommend that the contractor be 
notified by the Public Service Department 
of areas in which compliance has not been 
guaranteed, and that the contractor also 
be notified that deductions will be made 
from final payment for both items of 
liquidated damages and items of costs 
where the contractor has failed to abide 
by the contract provisions.

Balances 


Shortly after assuming the duties of City 
Controller in 1961 I became aware of the 
fact that an excess of $600,000 remained 
unexpended in the street improvement bond 
issue account which was originally issued 
in 1954. 


After considerable research and effort it 
was established that the remaining balance 
of this bond fund was committed for pay- 
ment of the City’s share of three joint 
State-City projects as follows: 


1. U.S. 27 North 


(Larch Street) -..-.-W---W.. $333,568.70 
2. Saginaw Street Bridge and 
Grade Separation _............. 16,361.85 
3. Sheridan Street Extension to 
Center Street 300,000.00 
jk ff: Pe $649,930.65 


In January of 1963 we received the final 
billing for the City share of the U.S. 27 
project. A review of the invoice detail in- 
dicated that the assigned city proportion 
for costs of right of way were excessive 
and attempts to obtain a review by the 
Highway Department were initiated. 


Shortly after Mr. Foster came to the 
City I requested his assistance in getting 
a review of this billing due to his familiar- 
ty with personnel and procedures in the 
Highway Department. 


In February of 1964, the Public Service 
Director indicated his satisfaction with 
this invoice by submitting a voucher for 
payment of the full amount. 
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Continued efforts to have the Highway De- 
partment review this billing and the other 
charges on the remaining two bills proved 
fruitless. In August a meeting was ar- 
ranged with the State Auditor General and 
the problem presented to him for review. 


Mr. Farnum’s cooperation in this matter 
was excellent and on September 11, 1964 
representatives of the State Highway De- 
partment and the Auditor Generals office 
called on me to present their findings. 


I am pleased to report at this time that 
the three projects involved have been re- 
viewed, and a revision downward approved, 
which reduces the proposed charges to 
$367,560.00 or a reduction of $282,370.55. 


This action will result in freeing up a 
substantial balance with the bond issue 
construction account which can be utilized 
for other vitally needed projects. 


As soon as the final billings are received 
and the exact amount of the remaining 
balance in the bond issue account estab- 
lished a report will be made. For general 
planning purposes it can be estimated that 
approximately $250,000 or more will be 
available.

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1964 the City earned $594,671.55 in interest 
on short term investment of temporarily 
idle funds which is an increase of $268,- 
228.42 over the preceeding fiscal year. 


The average yield on short term in- 
vestments was increased from 3% to over 
3.7% due principally to the use of 4% 
bank certificates of deposit for a sub- 
stantial portion of these investments in 
lieu of U. S. Treasury Bills. This increase 
in yield produced approximately $112,000 
of the additional income while the balance 
of the increase may be attributed to the 
fact that additional funds were available 
for investment from unexpended bond issue 
balances, 


: The income to the City from this source 
is equivalent to approximately 1.8 mills 
of tax rate.

Attached is a plan and a sample resolu- 
tion which the Michigan State Highway 
Department uses to transfer its surplus 
property to municipalities. The property 
in question is on the east side of Waverly 
between Willow Road and Delta River 
Road. It is a 50-foot strip and delineated 
on the attached map as parcels 2 and 3. 
The Michigan Highway Department pro- 
poses to quit-claim-deed this to the City. 


Please note that the city limits comes 
at approximately Sta. 154, just south of 
Grand River and extends north. This, then, 
would place all of parcel 3 and approxi- 
mately half of parcel 2 within Lansing 
city limits. 


Presently the maintenance arrangement 
with Ingham County Road Commission 
and the certification for Act 51 places 
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Waverly Road from Delta River Drive 
north to Grand River—with the City of Lan- 
sing—and Waverly Rd. from Delta River 
Rd. south—under the certification of the 
Ingham County Road Commission.

Councilman Belen rationally submitted 
a substitute motion which was adopted by 
a 6 to 2 vote, said motion reading as 
follows: 


“That the Council is aware of account- 
ing failures within the Controller’s office 
and that we would request the Mayor to 
investigate the cause of this failure and 
to advise the Council of the cause by the 
next meeting so appropriate action may 
be taken promptly.” 


In regard to the matter at hand, in 
over 14 years of elective public office, 
eight of which were spent in the State 
Legislature, I have never seen such a high 
percentage of a legislative body attempting 
to make judgments without a foundation 
of fact, education or experience in a field 
foreign to their competency.

On January 20, 1964, the Public Ad- 
ministration Service transmitted an Auto- 
mated Data Processing Program for the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, from which 
I take the liberty of quoting several par- 
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agraphs as a prelude to my study and 
recommendation as requested in the Coun- 
cil resolution. 


Page 9, Paragraph 3 


The Mayor of the City of Lansing has 
little administrative or legal authority. 
Most department heads are appointed by 
their respective boards or commissions. 
The operating departments are _ usually 
legally responsible only to their respective 
board. It is not uncommon to have policy 
and administrative matters of primary 
concern to the department bypass de- 
partment heads directly to the boards 
and commissions and also to bypass the 
Mayor directly to the City Council or its 
committees. 


Page 10, Paragraph 4 


As presently constituted, the Charter of 
the City of Lansing and the organizational 
and administrative structure of the city 
government will present serious problems 
and obstacles to the successful installation 
of automated data processing systems, for 
the following reasons: 


1. Systems and procedures staff personnel 
will be unable to work with organiza- 
tional units and to cross organizational 
lines in making surveys, designing sys- 
tems, and installing ADP procedures 
due to the lack of strong central ad- 
ministrative authority. 


2. The lack of clear-cut and well-defined 
lines of communication will hinder deéi- 
sion and policy processes. 


8. The broken and incomplete lines of 
administrative authority will make in- 
stallation and discipline of systems and 
procedures difficult. 


4. The determination of priorities in the 
installation and scheduling of applica- 
tions will be difficult to achieve in the 
absence of strong administrative author- 
ity. 


Page B-5, Paragraphs 3 and 4 


The System Section would be composed 
of four Systems and Procedures Analysts 
and three Data Processing Programmers. 
This full complement of ADP staff per- 
sonnel must be maintained; no compromise 
can be made on this requirement and yet 
expect a successful data processing installa- 
tion, 


The Management Section, composed of 
one Administrative Analyst and one or two 
Administrative Interns, would be primarily 
concerned with survey and planning activi- 
ties in developing other improved manage- 
ment methods. 


Page B-6, Paragraph 3 


The large amount of manpower required 
for Systems and Procedures work to de- 
velop potential city applications will neces- 
sitate heavy staffing for this function for 
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a period of at least three years. This 
work should be concentrated in order to 
prepare an optimum number of applica- 
tions for programming and installation at 
the right point in time. This point should 
be reached between the second and third 
years, when training and conversion sched- 
uling could commence. 


The report becomes most atc asset on 
page 11 when it states: 


ADMINISTRATIVE AND WORKING 
RELATIONSHIPS 


The legal and organizational problems 
of the City of Lansing, although a hin- 
drance, have not hitherto precluded the 
establishment of reasonably good admin- 
istrative and working relationships, partic- 
ularly within departments. 


It is felt that this is due in large part 
to the personal qualities of the majority of 
department heads in working with the 
Mayor and the City Council. The eventu- 
ality of serious political and policy differ- 
ences could immediately destroy these in- 
dividual and personal relationships. This 
could have a permanently damaging effect 
on a long-range data processing program. 
Page B-16, Paragraph 1 


The present accounting system may lead 
to circumstances that will require action 
and correction of an emergency or “‘putting- 
out-a-fire’ nature. However, it is urged 
that, whenever possible, changes in the 
basic accounting system should be installed 
within the framework of a new system: 


The relativity of the previously quoted 
material to this report will be shown sub- 
sequently. 


Now,. to an analysis of our accounting 
operation, quoting again from Public Ad- 
ministrative Service report: 


Page 12, Paragraph 1 


FISCAL ADMINISTRATION 


Budgeting and accounting in the Lansing 
city government are not centralized suffici- 
ently for proper fiscal administration nor 
do present departmental accounting sys- 
tems provide adequate data and reports 
for the effective ‘administration of depart- 
mental programs or for central budgetary 
and fiscal review and control purposes. 


Page 15, Paragraph 1 


All other procedures and record keeping 
of the City are accomplished by manual 
methods. Ideally, a normal developmental 
process should have taken place in years 
past. The City of Lansing will have to 
bypass these developmental phases of 
mechanization and invest many extra man 
years of planning and systems work in 
preparing for ADP. 
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The entire Council agreed that our ac- 
counting methods should be put on a 1964 
business basis. The Public Administration 
Service report outlines the schedule calling 
for implementation in the third year and 
starting the ground work with eight full 
time employees. My budget called for 
$60,000 for preparatory work throughout 
city government and two full time positions 
which includes a systems analyst and a 
budget analyst. The Council’s budget struck 
out this entire program for Automated Data 
Processing. 


The Council’s internal auditor, whose 
normal duties would be to assist the audi- 
tors, was assigned by Mr. Dean to Data 
Processing which put an additional work 
load on the accounting department. The 
Council then assigned Mr. Armstrong, an 
experienced general accountant in the ac- 
counting department, to work on Data 
Processing Systems exclusively. These ma- 
neuvers were an idle gesture toward data 
processing implementation and were com- 
pletely contrary to the expert advice pro- 
vided in the Public Administration Service 
report, and also contrary to the recom- 
mendations of Mr. Lonergan who enjoys 
an outstanding reputation among his fellow 
finance officers throughout the State of 
Michigan. A number of these were deli- 
berately interviewed by me at the Michigan 
Municipal League meeting. 


Over a year’s delay by the Council 
Finance Committee on approval of the 
purchase of a vitally needed accounting 
machine resulted in the delivery and in- 
stallation of the equipment too late in the 
fiscal year to permit its effective usage in 
facilitating the work of the department. 
~ These acts by the City’s legislative body 
diluted the Accounting Department work 
force, making a satisfactory job most 
difficult and causing a substantial morale 
problem in a key city department. 


At the present time, the Public should 
be advised that accounting is only part of 
the Controller’s responsibility. He also 
invests idle city funds, supervises our two 
city pension funds that have assets of near- 
ly $10,000,000, and he has done so in such 
a manner that the cost of improved bene- 
fits to city employees has been more than 
offset by increased investment income since 
Mr. Lonergan assumed the duties of Con- 
troller some three years ago. 


Our new Purchasing department has 
been a factor in the closing of the books 
at a later date than has been done in the 
past. Only a dreamer would expect per- 
fect performance from such a new depart- 
ment, especially in view of the fact that 
certain reactionary elements, both on and 
off the Council, would like to see the depart- 
ment come to an untimely demise. 


There was quite a change when this 
country went from horse and buggy to the 
automobile for transportation. Even after 
65 years, the automobile can still be, and 
is being, improved. We, only now, are 
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getting off our horse and the road is not 
all smooth ahead. It will be bumpier if 
the Council disregards expert advice, does 
not provide adequate personnel, and, with- 
out cause, harasses city employees. 


A few months ago, it came to the atten- 
tion of both Mr. Dean and myself that 
some vendors were paid late. The mater 
was discussed at a number of cabinet 
meetings and has not happened lately. 
However, I am sure isolated instances occur 
in the smoothest of operations. 


I am advised by accountants that the 
specific date an audit is completed is far 
from vital to good accounting practices. 
Two years ago, an extension was granted 
in the audit of the Board of Water and 
Light, without fanfare. 


Historically, little attention has been 
paid by the Council to the filing of audit 
reports, as evidenced by the fact that rec- 
ommendations requiring council action 
for initiation have been repeated year after 
year with, in most cases, no results. 


In addition to recommending the imple- 
mentation of my 1964-65 budget recom- 
mendations, as before mentioned, I urge 
that all members of the council read, study 
and digest the Public Administration Ser- 
vice report. To insure that ill-advised re- 
solutions, based on little or no foundation, 
politically conceived, and possibly affecting 
the public image of the city in a technical 
field, does not happen again, I am appoint- 
ing a committee of three professionals, 
trained and with great experience in the 
accounting field, to advise me and, in turn, 
the Council on accounting matters. I want 
the best accounting possible for Lansing 
government and, with the help of the 
Council, we will have it.

To the Honorable Mayor: 


I read with a great deal of concern, and 
I will admit some amusement, the answer 
to the Council’s Resolution of September 
14 in regard to the review of the problems 
in the Controller’s office. The report was 
to be made to the Council, not to the press. 
Apparently, according to your report, every- 
thing that is going wrong in City Hall 
is the result of some ill-advised suggestion 
on my part but let me hasten to point out 
that in each case I had the unanimous sup- 
port of the Council. It is certainly nice 
to realize that you recognize the fact that 

am doing something even though you 
claim it is wrong. 


The data processing study to which you 
refer, is a rather ambiguous thing that 
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could be read many times and still fail to 
find a definite and positive statement ex- 
cept that we need a data processing study. 
Certainly, if you wish to take from it a 
al excerpts to prove a point, this can be 
one. 


Your proposal to spend $400,000 of tax- 
payers’ money to find out if data processing 
is advisable, as the study suggests, is what 
I have come to expect from you and the 
Controller. The members of this Council 
did not go into our present study of data 
processing blindly, as you assert, but sought 
the advice of the two auditing firms with 
which the city works. To date, the cost is 
negligible and if the Controller had estab- 
lished any semblance of systems of account- 
ing to transfer to data processing, we could 
be well on our way by January 1. 


You, Mr. Mayor, are aware of the seri- 
ousness of the problems in City Hall, or 
perhaps you have your head in the sand. 
Recently at one of your Cabinet Meetings 
every department head asserted the basic 
problem here is our Controller. 


Perhaps I swung the brush a little wide 
when I included the Deputy Controller, who 
is merely following instructions and _ is 
attempting to do in a year’s time that which 
the Controller had failed to do in the past 
three and one-half years. Instead of con- 
tinually harping about the archaic pen and 
quill method of accounting which he inher- 
ited but which did give an accurate account- 
ing to each department. I am not saying 
we should continue “the horse and buggy 
system of accounting’ but pointing out 
the problem has been here three and a half 
years, so it is no wonder it would take 
three or four years to change to data 
processing at the present rate of progress 
in our accounting systems. 


I know it is much easier to point the 
finger at someone else and disregard the 
facts but enough of this folderol. About 
purchasing agents, internal auditors, data 
processing, let’s face the facts, the facts 
being: 


1. Community Chest checks held from 
three to five months after deductions 
had been made from employees. 


2. Bank accounts overdrawn for two weeks. 


3. $386,000 in warrants drawn on wrong 
accounts during July and August. 


4. Accounts to suppliers, newspapers and 
contractors paid late. 


5. The fact that the members of this 
Council lacked the confidence in our 
Controller’s administrative ability to 
allow the Internal Auditor to remain 
under his guidance. 


6. Data processing for the same reason. 
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7. The fact that our Controller called in 
an ultimate bidder to help write insur- 
ance specifications—but there is a gen- 
eral belief that probably was at your 
suggestion, 


8. The fact that the Controller called to 
our attention a $30,000 shortage in 
Public Service Department inventory 
without first consulting the department 
and which later proved to be another 
accounting error in his own department. 


9. The fact that no department has been 
able to get a trial balance on the 15th 
of the month since May. 


10. The fact that in every department the 
attitude and approach by the Controller 
has left much to be desired and certainly 
is contributing to the problems of ac- 
counting. 


These are only a few of the facts and 
with this is a personality conflict or a lack 
of administrative ability, or both, leaves 
little doubt in my mind that my original re- 
solution had a sound basis and was not a 
hasty move trying for “sensationalism.” 
The letter from the auditors was the last 
straw. 


No one has questioned the integrity of 
our controller, only the administrative 
efficiency.

The Lansing Planning Board at their 


special meeting on Wednesday, October

The Board firmly believes that this ordi- 
nance will undoubtedly be a major con- 
tribution of this Council and Planning 
Board to the City of Lansing, and will 
profoundly effect the future development 
of the city.

The following method of approach is 
recommended by the Planning Board to 
achieve the best possible zoning ordinance 
for adoption within the next six moths: 


1. The retention of Vilican-Leman and 
Associates, Inc., Planning Constultants 
to edit and critique the proposed text. 
(A copy of the proposed contract with 
a stated sum of $9,600.00 is enclosed 
for your review and consideration. A 
copy of this contract is now in the hands 
of the City Attorney for his review.) 


2. Mr. Stanley Burke, Attorney at Law, 
Birmingham, Michigan or Mr. Robert 
Fraser, Killebrew and Fraser, Attor- 
neys-at-Law, St. Clair Shores, Michi- 
gan or any attorney whom the City 
Council feels advisable, would be re- 
tained to evaluate the proposed text 
within the light of legal ramifications 
and coordinate same with the planning 
consultant. 


3. That the Board follow the program 
recommended by the Michigan Munici- 
pal League in regard to public relations 
in the development of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance. Prominent groups such as re- 
presentatives from the Chamber of Com- 
merce, citizen associations, industry, 
trade, code enforcement, builders, real 
estate, labor and the professions be 
contacted for their counsel and recom- 
mendation on various aspects of the 
ordinance. 


4. The staff continue to develop and com- 
plete the proposed Zoning Map and to 
develop standards and work with the 
consultant on refining the zoning text. 


5. The consultant and the staff coordinate 
with the Tri County Regional Planning 
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Commission in the development of zon- 
ing definitions and other criteria lending 
to a standardization of zoning ordi- 
nances throughout the region. 


6. Continuing discussions with the City 
Council on the content of the ordinance 
should be held while the above processes 
are being carried out.

The Planning Board in August of this 
year reviewed the use of Ferris Park for 
use as a parking area for automobiles 
during construction of the Capital Develop- 
ment Complex. The Board, after discuss- 
ing the matter with representatives of the 
State Administration Division and with 
the Lansing Parks and Recreation officials, 
passed the following resolution: 


In the interest of preserving the use of 
Ferris Park as a neighborhood park, and 
with full understanding of the critical 
need for parking facilities required for 
the State of Michigan’s governmental oper- 
ations during the construction of the 
Capital Development Complex, it is re- 
commended that early acquisition of land 
in Urban Renewal Proect One (1) be ex- 
pedited and that arrangements be made 
between the City of Lansing and the State 
of Michigan to develop the necessary ar- 
rangements to provide needed parking in 
the project area. 


The West half of the park is developed 
with fully matured trees which have to 
be removed for proper utilization of the 
area for parking purposes. Such action 
would be a most undesireable method of 
solving the problem. If this were done, 
the use of the land for park purposes might 
well be lost forever. 


Barring no major lawsuits or similar 
disruptive actions, the Urban Renewal 
Program with legislative policy direction, 
could acquire property in the block south 
of the Lansing Community College (Ionia, 
Seymour, Shiawassee and Capitol) and 
develop the land for this parking use.

On October 7, 1964 a meeting of the Tri- 
County Street Naming Committee met and 
adopted our proposal. 


Effectuation of this proposal requires 
adoption of a resolution by each legislative 
body of local governmental units. 


Lansing, being the largest city in the 
area and having the greatest number of 
duplicated street names in the region is 
the logical unit to be the first to adopt 
such a resolution. 


Following is a suggested form of resolu- 
tion that would serve to implement the 
proposal as outlined in the staff report: 


WHEREAS, the Tri-County Regional 
Planning Commission has designated sever- 
al duplicated street names in this city and 
the surrounding area as being a critical 
problem and, 


WHEREAS, said Commission has adopted 
a method for determining which of the 
duplicated street names should be retained 
and which names should be changed and, 


WHEREAS, a survey procedure has been 
adopted by said Commission for determin- 
ing the need for changing certain dupli- 
cated street names, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that the survey of Duplicate Street names 
be sent to: 

The Police Department 

The Fire Department 

The Local Post Office 


Utility Companies 
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All local agencies that operate emer- 
gency service vehicles. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
wherever in the best judgement of the

Subject: Financing Program of Off Street 
Parking 


The Council by resolution passed on QOcto- 
ber 26, 1964, determined to proceed with 
the financing and construction of a parking 
structure on Parking Lot No. 1, as well 
as other future parking structures, on a 
revenue bond basis. Considering the magni- 
tude and complexity of coordinating of 
such a financing program with committ- 
ments already made in connection with the 
Urban Renewal Project No. 1, it is urgently 
recommended that outside revenue bond 
consultants be employed as early in the 
planning stages as possible. 


The necessity to avoid restrictive bond 
indenture provisions so that future financ- 
ing is possible, while at the same time 
developing an issue that is saleable at 
reasonable interest rates, becomes extreme- 
ly difficult when numerous unknown fac- 
tors are involved. 


The cost of nationally recognized financial 
consultants in this regards will, in most 
instances, be offset by a savings in interest 
costs through investor confidence in the 
proven abilities of the consultant. 


Although no cost information is available 
at the present time, I would recommend 
that the firm of Wainwright and Ramsey, 
Inc., Consultants on Municipal Finance of 
New York be contacted for submitting a 
proposal for this work for the following 
reasons: 


1. Their experience in handling of com- 
plex revenue bond issues is well recognized 
by their work in connection with the $122,- 
000,000 Washington Power System bond 
issue of 1963 and numerous revenue bond 
issues where staged construction and mul- 
tiple bond issues were involved. 


2. The firm has worked with Wood King 
Dawson and Logan, Bond Attorneys, on 
several major financing programs, includ- 
ing the Washington Power System bond 
issue, and these same attorneys have 
handled all legal work in connection with 
Lansing bond issues for over 40 years. The 
coordination of the legal work and the 
financing provisions must be accomplished 
right from the beginning of a project and 
good working relationships are essential. 


In the interest of expediting this program, 
and considering the fact that the decisions 
made at this time can materially effect the 
operations of the Municipal Parking Sys- 
tem for many years in the future, serious 
consideration should be given promptly to 
this recommendation.

With reference to the Committee of The 
Whole Resolution establishing a Fiscal 
Affairs Officer, I find it encumbent upon 
me to suspend the operation of such resolu- 
tion for the following reasons: 


(1) The resolution is in conflict with 
Charter provisions in that it attempts to 
create an administrative agency for the 
conduct of the administrative affairs of 
the City without the use of the ordinance 
procedure as established by Charter. 


(2) The Charter further provides that no 
agency shall be given any duties that over- 
lap or interfere with the powers and duties 
imposed upon any other office or depart- 
ment created by charter. Clearly, the 
duties and powers granted to this new posi- 
tion conflict with the Charter-imposed duties 
of the Controller in the regulation of the 
financial affairs of the City and with the 
powers and duties of the Mayor in the 
preparation of the annual City budget. 


Though recognizing that the Charter 
framework may limit unnecessarily sound 
administrative policies, this is a situation 
which the Council and I have had to con- 
tend and live with for the past four years. 
To circumvent the charter merely because 
we do not agree with some of its provisions 
would do violence both to the legal aspects 
of home rule government and to the basic 
concept of charter government. It should 
be pointed out that though it is true there 
is an auditor under the direction of the 
Legislature of the State of Michigan, this 
provision was created by Michigan’s new 
constitution and not merely by legislative 
action. The constitution of our City, the 
City Charter, does not provide for such an 
office, except by the formal adoption of 
an ordinance. Such an ordinance has been 
prepared and presented to the Council and 
they have refused to act upon it. Their 
failure to create this position by proper 
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procedure, leaves me no alternative but to 
veto their illegal action.

In the July, 1964, tax period, the Office 
of City Treasurer was charged with the 
collection of $1,494,914.15 in Personal 
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Property tax collections assessed against 
3000 businesses. On October 12, this office 
reported that a total of 99.22% of the 
taxes had been collected leaving an out- 
standing balance of $11,699.20 to be col- 
lected from 111 businesses. 


To date, only $5,507.66 of the total 
$1,494,914.15 is uncollected and is due 
from 45 businesses. Of this total due, 
$1,296.70 is expected to be received from 
bankruptcy and receivership claims, from 
11 businesses. Another $3,062.12 is ex- 
pected from commitments from another 
25 businesses. A total of $1,148.84 is con- 
sidered to be uncollectable for various rea- 
sons. Therefore, the expected uncollectable 
July Personal Property tax will total less 
than one-tenth of one percent.

In response to the Council request for 
a report concerning Public Improvement IV 
which was before the Council on November 
2, 1964, the following statements are pre- 


sented. 


In review with the City Assessor, it is 
believed his report will cover the conditions 
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and comparisons concerning the dollar 
amounts assessed to each benefit. 


In all districts concerned for sanitary 
services, petitions are on file. In all areas 
concerned with storm drainage, either a 
petition or a request of the School Board 
or a Council order creating this necessity, 
is on file. 


A letter to the City Clerk on October 31, 
1964, from Frank Henry Theroux (copy 
attached) should have some more detailed 
answer from this Department. 


The second paragraph states that there 
is no need for the proposed storm drain. 


Item 1. It is true that there is a 24-inch 
county tile which does run to the rear 
of some of the properties on Northrup and 
crosses over to the intersection of Wash- 
ington and Northrup, thence north and 
then east to the drain. This tile was placed 
for the purpose of the drainage of the 
area known as the Benedict Farm and 
receives the entire flow from approximately 
a square mile of land to the west and 
south. The pond area on the Benedict Farm 
has for some years contained the flow and 
allowed it to slowly filter through this 24- 
inch tile into the Hilliard Drain. Under 
the design concepts of the competely im- 
proved city area, this 24-inch tile will be- 
come overloaded in the extreme and with- 
out benefit of a retention basin. No city 
improvement could be made. Retention bas- 
ins are not approved by the Health De- 
partment on the basis of their safety aspect 
and mosquito and vector control problems. 
The Department’s design which results in 
a 60-inch sewer, will allow complete im- 
provement of all lands to the west of this 
particular roll No. 52, make use of the 
public right-of-way on Northrup to gain 
access to the Hilliard Drain, and allow 
complete development of Northrup Street 
at some future date. Including this work 
in the enlarged contract along in the same 
excavation as the sanitary sewer does 
reduce the ultimate cost to the property 
owner. 


I am sure that the engineer, upon review 
of this design, will find that it is both 
necessary and that its depth and location 
is a practical one. 


Item 2. It is true that some property 
owners do have some direct access to the 
Hilliard Drain, however, this does not 
satisfy the requirements of storm drainage 
with respect to their neighbors as their 
neighbors’ lands drain to the street. They 
will ultimately flow into catchbasins which 
will go past the properties in question. 


Item 3. The concept of adequate storm 
drainage is not related directly to the 
ponded area in a yard, and a 6-inch tile 
could not be assigned any permanent value 
as a public improvement, therefore, a new 
and completely satisfactory enduring storm 
drain would be necessary at the frontage 
of houses on Washington Avenue includ- 
ing 5621, 5635 Washington Avenue. 
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Item 4. The question of standing water 
is not directly related to the necessity for 
storm drainage as stated before, we have 
the problem of future development and, 
at this time, a permanent location of ade- 
quate storm drainage for any development, 
residential or otherwise, will require storm 
drainage on every public right-of-way ade- 
‘ quate to take all the water that may go 
by or fall directly on the property in ques- 
tion. 


Item 5 The concept of design of drainage 
basins will have to be referred to Item No. 
1 and to reiterate it, the design here is 
supported to be adequate for many years, 
(giving the general reference of residential 
development) probably for 50 years. The 
existing drainage facilities, namely, 24- 
inch county drain is not adequate to solve 
these problems or the problems that are 
existent at this date. 


Many areas of the City have experienced 
development beyond imagination of the 
existing property holder. Under the exist- 
ing codes for property owners to construct 
on either his own property or to sell for 
construction a piece of his property, ade- 
quate sanitary and storm drainage are 
necessary. This does at times force in the 
public interest a neighbor to improve his 
property at his expense. When this develop- 
ment is by a large land owner (subdivider) 
his rights are identical to a neighbor.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

Any person desiring a license as 
aforesaid shall make application therefor 
to the board of examiners of plumbers 
hereinbefore referred to, who shall first 
determine the qualifications of such person 
to do such work, and if in the opinion of 
such board such applicant is qualified, the 
board shall issue a license to such applicant 
upon the performance by him of the con- 
ditions in this section prescribed. If such 
applicant be a person carrying on the busi- 
ness or exercising the calling of a drain or 
sewer layer OR SEWER CLEANER within 
the city he shall pay a license fee of five 
dollars and furnish a bond or policy of 
insurance to the city in the penal sum of 
five hundred dollars, issued by a surety 
company authorized to do business in the 
state, to be approved by the city council 
conditioned upon the faithful observance 
of the charter and ordinances of the city 
and the prompt payment of any damages 
occasioned by the negligence, poor work- 
manship or material of such licensee. If the 
applicant be a person engaged in laying 
drain or sewer pipe OR CLEANING 
SEWERS by virtue of an employment by 
some person having a license as aforesaid 
and who has furnished a bond as afore- 
said, then in such event such applicant shall 
be required to pay a license fee of only 
two dollars and no bond shall be required 
of such applicant. Every person so re- 
ceiving a license as aforesaid shall cause 
his name and address to be registered with 
the city within five days of the issuance of 
such license as aforesaid.

. In accordance with the request of the 
Mayor and City Council upon our appoint- 
ment as members of the Fiscal Affairs 
Committee, we have met and reviewed the 
function of the Controller’s office to the 
extent of data furnished to us. The com- 
mittee has considered: 


1. Councilman Dean’s original resolution 
and Mayor Bowerman’s reply. 


2. Councilman Dean’s ten detailed charges 
and Mr. Lonergan’s reply in open hear- 
ing. 


8. Additional comments by Councilman 
Dean and letters to Councilman Dean 
from various department heads. 


: Based upon our review of such data and 
information made available, it is the com- 
mittee’s conclusion that the various city 
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departments are not receiving timely fi- 
nancial reports and that there is a lack 
of communication between the Controller’s 
office and other department heads. It is 
our opinion, that to this extent, the Con- 
troller’s function and duties are not being 
effectively performed. 


At no time has Mr. Lonergan’s fiscal 
integrity been questioned, nor have any 
charges of dishonest practices been implied 
or presented to members of the committee. 


The committee could not ascertain 
whether the charges presented were the 
result of inadequate staff in the Con- 
troller’s office or lack of administrative 
ability on the Controller’s part. 


Because of the lack of a common ground 
for agreement between the Mayor and 
Council we recommend: 


1. Present Controller be retained while 
the Mayor and Council secure the ser- 
vices of an impartial management con- 
sulting firm, mutually agreeable to both 
parties, who would review present oper- 
ating and administrative policies in the 
Controller’s area and make recommenda- 
tions jointly to the Mayor and Council. 


2. Consulting firm would monitor the 
Controller’s office to determine if their 
recommendations are being implemented. 


3. Consulting firm would report to the 
Mayor and Council jointly, after the 
pre-determined implementation period, 
as to whether their recommended criteria 
had been met. 


Members of this committee would be 
available to advise the Mayor, Council and 
consulting firm in any area that our 
assistance would be deemed of value.

City Attorney must be appointed, and con- 
firmed, prior to January 1, 1965, if the 
orderly process of city business is not to 
be impeded.

The Charter should not be subject to 
such a patent subterfuge to circumvent 
the intent of a document so basic to our 
form of demorcratic government. The 
striking out of “legislative auditor’’ and 
inserting in its place the title of ‘“‘legisla- 
tive assistant’ recalls to mind the adage 
that a rose by any other name would 
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smell as sweet. This would make a mock- 
ery of a document intended to chart the 
orderly process of municipal government 
and is an unwarranted, unnecessary, im- 
petuous invasion by the city council of 
specific powers delegated by the people to 
one branch of government. 


The Charter, although concededly need- 
ing revision, is a document not to be 
taken any more lightly than a state or 
federal constitution. It is reprehensible 
that the City Council appears to have dis- 
carded the creation of a legislative auditing 
department that would serve the best in- 
terests of our citizens. My action is taken 
to allow sober thought to be given to the 
matter at hand.

Gentlemen: 


The letter of Oct. 28, 1964 from Mr. 
Donald Frost, 4406 Ingham Street regard- 
ing delinquent special assessment has been 
researched and may be answered as follows: 


1. The initial assessment for storm and 
sanitary sewer in the amount of $1,502.83 
was confirmed by the Council in August 
1960, and the collection date was extended 
from Nov. 30, 1960 to Feb. 28, 1961 with- 
out penalty. (Council Proceedings Oct. 
31, 1960). The resolution authorized addi- 
tional extensions be studied upon petition 
from the property owners. 


2. The actual cost of this project was 
determined in October 1962 and all delin- 
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quent special assessments were placed on 
the December 1962 assessment roll sub- 
sequently to be collected by the County 
Treasurer as required by law. The Frost 
property was charged with $1,614.72 as 
their actual contribution to this improve- 
ment project. 


8. Once a _ property has. delinquent 
amounts charged against it and turned 
over to the County Treasurer for collection 
there is no means for the City intervening 
to assist the taxpayer thru installment 
payment or other relief. Our present sys- 
tem of installment payment was not con- 
ceived until 1963. 


4. The County Treasurer advises that 
Mr. Frost may pay 10% of this delinquent 
account (totalling $2,601.85 presently) at 
a time or arrange to sell parcels off of 
the lot to help pay his taxes, or let the 
property go up for sale for taxes in which 
case he would have at least 11% years 
from May 4, 1965 in which to redeem the 
property. 


5. In reviewing this case with the City 
Attorney, City Controller and City Treas- 
urer all possible avenues of relief have 
been pursued and since we have applied 
the assessment within the legal process 
and as the statute requires placing such 
delinquent amounts in the hands of the 
County Treasurer for collection it appears 
there is no legal means for the City to 
intervene in behalf of this taxpayer.

Dear Sirs: 


During the hearings for the 1964-65 
fiscal year budget, the Department re- 
quested approximately $750,000 for City 
proportion of new sewers. Originally the 
Willard and Jolly Road Pumping Stations 
were programmed in the 1963-64 budget. 
These were not placed under contract and 
were not carried over into the next fiscal 
year. This would have made a total budget 
request of $860,000, only $500,000 of which 
was budgeted for this year. 


The balance of funds as of this date in 
the Sanitary Fund is $11,000 and the 
Storm Fund, $102,000. Several projects are 
not included in this status namely Olds 
Avenue Relief Sewer, the Haze Drain 
Sanitary, the Jolly Road Sewer and Pump 
House and Petition Sewers, Willard Street 
Interceptor Sewer, Francis Park Inter- 
ceptor (Moores River Drive, Waverly Road 
and southwest), etc. 


An exhaustive review of the expenditure 
of the City’s proportion of Sanitary and 
Storm Funds during this fiscal year brings 
one major issue out clearly. For each proj- 
ect as awarded, no consideration has been 
financially applied to the project’s location 
within a bonded fund area. At the special 
board meeting held November 11, the 
Board considered an itemized list of ac- 
counts for which specific funds are trans- 
ferable within the scope of the bond issue 
and its application for the City’s portion. 
It is the recommendation of the Board of 
Public Service that on detailed review of 
the physical drainage area involved, and 
subject to audit of the actual dollar 
amounts applied, that Council authorization 
be extended to the City Controller and the 
Director of Public Service to make such 
budget adjustments as are necessary to 
correct these accounts. 


Tentative accumulation that should be 
transferred to the City’s proportion of 
storm sewers is approximately $140,000. 
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The amount which should be applied to 
the City’s proportion of sanitary sewers 
is estimated to be $300,000. 


By virtue of these account adjustments 
the City will be able to continue its pro- 
gram of storm and sanitary sewer in- 
stallations without request for transfer 
from the City’s unappropriated surplus. 


Your earliest consideration of this mat- 
ter is requested, as several designed proj- 
ects must be withheld until funds are 
made available.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

(1) “Retirement system” OR “SYSTEM” 
means the retirement system established 
under this chapter. 


(2) ‘Employee’ means: 


(a) Any regular or permanent officer, or 
employee of the city. The term ‘“em- 
ployee” shall not include ANY PERSON 
who IS compensated by the city wholly on 
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a.fee or contractual basis, NOR the medi- 
cal director, NOR elective officials of the 
city, except as provided in paragraph (b) 
of this subsection. 


(b) Any elective official OF THE CITY 
shall be considered an employee, within 
the meaning of this chapter, upon his 
application filed in writing with the board 
of trustees. 


“(c) In ANY cases of doubt, the board 
of trustees shall decide who is an employee 
within the meaning of this chapter. 


(3) “Member” means any person WHO 
IS included in the membership of the retire- 
ment system,

Michigan. 


' (65) “The council” means the city council 
ef the city. 


- (6) “Compensation”? means a member’s 
salary, wages, AND LONGEVITY BONUS 
paid him by the city for PERSONAL 
services rendered by him to the city as 
an employee of the city. In case a mem- 
ber’s compensation is not all paid in 
money the COUNCIL shall fix the value 
of that part of his compensation not paid 
in money. 


(7) ‘Service’? means personal service 
rendered to the city by an employee of the

(8) “Credited service’ means THE 
NUMBER OF YEARS, AND FRACTION 
OF A YEAR, OF service standing to a 
member’s credit in his service account. 


(9} “BOARD OF TRUSTEES” OR 
“BOARD” MEANS THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES PROVIDED FOR IN THIS 
CHAPTER. 


(10) “Regular interest” means such 
rate or rates of interest per annum, com- 
pounded annually, as the board of trustees 
shall from time to time determine, subject 
to the approval of the council. 


» (11) “Accumulated contributions” means 
the sum of all amounts deducted from 
the compensations of a member and 
credited to his individual account in the 
EMPLOYEES savings fund, together with 
regular interest thereon. 


(12) “Final average compensation” 
means the average of the highest annual 
compensations PAID a member during 
a period of five consecutive years of HIS 
credited service contained within his ten 
years of credited service immediately pre- 
ceding THE DATE his EMPLOYMENT 
WITH THE CITY LAST TERMINATED. 
In the event he has less than five years of 
credited service, his final average compen- 
sation shall be the average of his annual 
RATES OF COMPENSATION FOR his 
total years of credited service.

THIS CHAPTER. 


(16) ‘Retirement allowance” means the 
sum of the annuity and the pension. 


(17) ‘‘Retirant’” means a member who 
retires from city EMPLOYMENT with a 
retirement allowance payable BY the re- 
tirement system. 


(18) ‘Beneficiary’? means any person, ex- 
cept a retirant, who is in receipt of, OR 
WHO HAS ENTITLEMENT TO, a pen- 
sion, retirement allowance, or other bene- 
fit, payable BY the retirement system. 


(19) The masculine gender shall include 
the feminine gender, and words of the 
singular number with respect to persons 
shall include the plural number, and vice 
versa. 


(20) “Annuity reserve” means the pre- 
sent value of all payments to be made on 


‘account of any annuity, or benefit in lieu 


thereof. THE ANNUITY RESERVE 
SHALL BE computed upon the basis of 
such mortality table and regular interest, 
as the board of trustees shall from time 
to time adopt. 


(21) “Pension reserve’? means the pre- 
sent value of all payments to be made on 
account of any pension, or benefit in lieu 
thereof. THE PENSION RESERVE 
SHALL BE computed upon the basis of 
such mortality and other tables of experi- 
ence, and regular interest, as the board 
of trustees shall from time to time adopt. 


Sec. 26-2. Establishment and_ effective 
date of system—Basic ordinance. A_ re- 
tirement system for employees of the city 
is hereby established for the purpose of 
providing retirement allowances and death 
benefits for employees of the city under 
the provisions of ordinance number 1382 
adopted by the city council May 19, 1941, 
and amended, which ordinance and amend- 
ments are embraced within this chapter.

Sec. 26-4. Board of trustees—Creation, 
function. 
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There is hereby created a board of 
trustees, in whom is vested the general 
administration, management and _ respon- 
sibility for the proper operation of the 
retirement system, and for INTERPRET- 
ING AND making effective the provisions 
of this chapter. 


Sec. 26-5. Same—-Membership, terms of 
office.

(a) The board of trustees shall keep, or 
cause to be kept, such data as shall be 
necessary for an actuarial valuation of the 
ASSETS AND LIABILITIES of the retire- 
ment system; and for checking and com- 
piling the experience of the system. 


(b) The board of trustees shall AN- 
NUALLY render a report to the mayor 
and THE council, on or before the fifteenth 
day of July, showing the fiscal transac- 
tions of the retirement system for the 
year ENDED the preceding thirty-first day 
of December, the amounts of cash and 
securities HELD BY the system, and the 
last balance sheet of the system by means 
of an actuarial valuation of its assets and 
liabilities. 


Sec. 26-12. Medical Advisor, appointment, 
qualifications, duties. 


The board of trustees shall appoint 
as medical director a physician who is not 
eligible to participate in the retirement 
system as a member, retirant or bene- 
ficiary. He shall arrange for and pass 
upon all medical examinations required 
under the provision of this chapter;

SIONS OF THIS CHAPTER. 


Sec. 26-14. Actuarial INVESTIGATION. 


At least once in each five year period, 
the board of trustees shall cause an actu- 
arial investigation to be made into the 
mortality, service, and other experiences 
of members, retirants and _ beneficiaries. 
On the basis of such actuarial investiga- 
tion, the board shall adopt for the retire- 
ment system such mortality, service and 
other tables of experience as_ shall be 
necessary in the operation of the system 
on an actuarial basis; and shall adopt for 
the system a rate or rates of regular in- 
terest. 


Sec. 26-15. Membership in system—Who 
is included. 


(a) The membership of the retirement 
system shall include (1) all persons who 
are employees, as defined in subsection (2) 
of section 26-1, and (2) all persons who 
become employees, except as provided in 
subsection (b) of this section. 


(b) The membership of the retirement 
system shall not include (1) employees who 
are employed by the Board of Water and 
Light, (2) employees who are members of 
the police and fire service retirement fund 
established under chapter 16 of the City 
Charter, and the policemen’s and firemen’s 
retirement system established under chap- 
ter 16 of the City Charter, and (3) em- 
ployees who are employed in positions 
normally requiring less than two thousand 
hours of work per annum. 


(C) IN ANY CASE OF DOUBT AS TO 
THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM MEBER- 
SHIP STATUS OF ANY EMPLOYEE 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES SHALL DE- 
CIDE THE QUESTION. 


Sec. 26-16. Same—Termination, 


Should any member no longer be em- 
ployed by the city, for any reason except 
to become a retirant or his death, he shall 
- thereupon cease to be a member and his 
credited service AT THAT TIME shall be 
forfeited by him, UNLESS OTHERWISE 
PROVIDED IN THIS CHAPTER. In the 
event he is re-employed by the city he 
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shall again become a member. If his re- 
employment occurs within a period of four 
years from and after the date of his last 
separation from city EMPLOYMENT, his 
credited service last forfeited by him shall 
be restored to his credit, subject to section 
26-34, subsection (e). In the event a 
member becomes a retirant or dies he shall 
thereupon cease to be a member. 


Sec. 26-17. Service Credit—Statement 
to be filed, furnishing facts. Under such 
rules and regulations as the board of 
trustees shall FROM TIME TO TIME 
adopt, each member shall furnish such 
INFORMATION as the board may require 
for the proper operation of the retirement 
system. 


See. 26-18. Same—Rules governing. 


The board of trustees shall fix and de- 
termine, by appropriate rules and regula- 
tions not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this chapter, the amount of service to 
be credited a member in any calendar year ; 
but in no case shall less than ten days of 
service rendered by him in any calendar 
month be credited as a month of service, 
nor shall less than eight months of service 
rendered by him in any calendar year be 
credited as a year of service, nor shall 
more than one year of service be credited 
any member for all service rendered by 
him in any calendar year. 


Sec. 26-19. Same—War service. 


A MEMBER who, while employed by 
the city, ENTERED OR ENTERS THE 
MILITARY service of the United States 
government during time of war or ANY 
PERIOD OF COMPULSORY MILITARY 
SERVICS, shall have such MILITARY 
service credited him in the same manner 
as if he had served the city uninterrupted- 
ly: Provided, THAT (1) HE RE-ENTERS 
THE EMPLOY OF THE CITY WITHIN 
ONE YEAR FROM THE DATE OF TER- 
MINATION OF THE MILITARY SER- 
VICE ACTUALLY REQUIRED OF HIM, 
(2) he returns to the EMPLOYEES savings 
fund all amounts he MIGHT have with- 
drawn therefrom at the time he entered 
or while in such MILITARY service, 
together with regular interest thereon from 
the date of withdrawal to the date of re- 
payment, AND (3) IN NO CASE SHALL 
ANY MEMBER BE CREDITED WITH 
MORE THAN FIVE YEARS OF CITY 
SERVICE FOR ALL SUCH MILITARY 
SERVICE RENDERED BY HIM. In any 
ease of doubt as to the AMOUNT OF 
SUCH MILITARY SERVICE to be credited 
any member, the board of trustees shall 
have final power to determine’ such 
AMOUNT. During a member’s MILITARY 
service in the federal government and 
until his re-employment by the city, his 
contributions into the EMPLOYEES sav- 
ings fund shall be suspended and his 
balance therein, shall be accumulated at 
regular interest. 


Sec. 26-20. Same—Credit to member’s 
service account. 
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Subject to the PROVISIONS OF THIS 
CHAPTER and to such rules and regula- 
tions as the board of trustees may FROM 
TIME TO TIME adopt, the board shall 
credit EACH member’s service account 
with the number of years and months of 
service to which he is entitled. 


Sec. 26-21. Retirement age and service 
requirements, 


(a) Any member who either (1) has at- 
tained or attains age sixty years and has 
ten or more years of credited service, or 
(2) has attained or attains age fifty-five 
years and has twenty-five or more years of 
credited service, may retire upon his writ- 
ten application to the board of trustees 
setting forth at what time, neither less 
than thirty days nor more than ninety 
days, subsequent to the execution and filing 
thereof, he desires to be retired. Upon his 
retirement he shall receive a _ retirement 
allowance provided in section 26-22. 


(b) Any member, except an _ elected 
official of the city, who has attained or 
attains age sixty-five years shall be sepa- 
rated from city EMPLOYMENT the first 
day of the calendar month next succeeding 
the month in which he attains age sixty- 
five years, subject to subsection (c) of this 
section. If, at the time of his separation 
from city EMPLOYMENT, the member has 
ten or more years of credited service he 
shall receive a retirement allowance pro- 
vided for in section 26-22. 


(c) The board of trustees may, upon the 
WRITTEN request of A MEMBER AND 
THE WRITTEN APPROVAL OF THE 
MEMBERS REQUEST BY HIS department 
head, permit any member who has attained 
age sixty-five years to continue in city 
EMPLOYMENT for periods of time not 
to extend beyond his attainment of age 
seventy years. If, at the time of his sepa- 
ration from city EMPLOYMENT the mem- 
ber has ten or more years of credited ser- 
vice he shall receive a retirement allowance 
provided for in section 26-22. 


Sec. 26-22. AGE AND SERVICE retire- 
ment allowance. 


Upon his retirement, a member shall 
receive a STRAIGHT LIFE retirement 
allowance and he shall have the right to 


.elect an option provided in section 26-27. 


His STRAIGHT LIFE retirement allow- 
ance shall consist of the benefits set forth 
BELOW : 


(1) An annuity which shall be the 
actuarial equivalent of his accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
EMPLOYEES savings fund at the time of 
his retirement; AND 


(2) A pension which, when added to his 
annuity, shall provide a STRAIGHT LIFE 
retirement allowance equal to the product of 
the number of years, and fraction of a year, 
of his credited service multiplied by the 
sum of one amd one-tenth per cent of the 
first forty-two hundred dollars of his final 
average compensation and one and six- 
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tenths per cent of the portion, if any, of 
his final average compensation WHICH 
IS in excess of forty-two hundred dollars. 


(3) According to such rules and regula- 
tions as the board of trustees may from 
time to time adopt, any member. who re- 
tires prior to his attainment of age sixty- 
five years may elect to have his STRAIGHT 
LIFE retirement allowance actuarially- 
equated to provide an increased retirement 
allowance payable to his attainment of 
age sixty-five years and a reduced retire- 
ment allowance payable thereafter. His 
increased retirement allowance payable to 
his attainment of age sixty-five years shall 
approximate the sum of his reduced retire- 
ment allowance payable after his attain- 
ment of age sixty-five years and his esti- 
mated social security primary insurance 
amount. 


(4) In the event a retirant dies before he 
has received in STRAIGHT LIFE retire- 
ment allowance payments an aggregate 
amount equal to his accumulated contribu- 
tions STANDING TO HIS CREDIT in the 
EMPLOYEES savings fund at the time 
of his retirement, the difference between 
his accumulated contributions and _ the 
aggregate amount of STRAIGHT LIFE 
retirement allowance payments received 
by him shall be paid from the retirement 
reserve fund to such person as he shall 
have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the board of 
trustees. If there be no such designated 
person surviving the retirant, such differ- 
ence, if any, shall be paid to his legal rep- 
resentative. NO BENEFITS SHALL BE 
PAID UNDER THIS SUBSECTION ON 
ACCOUNT OF THE DEATH OF A RE- 
TIRANT IF HE HAD ELECTED OPTION 
uy A OR B PROVIDED FOR IN SECTION 
6-27. 


(5) In the event a member, with twenty- 
five or more years of credited service re- 
tires, on or after his attainment of age 
fifty-five years, but before his attainment 
of age sixty years, his STRAIGHT LIFE 
retirement allowance provided in subsec- 
tions (1) and (2) of this section shall be 
reduced one-half of one percent of his 
retirement allowance multiplied by the 
number of months, and fraction of a 
month, contained in the period from the 
date of his retirement to the date he would 
attain age sixty years. SUCH REDUCTION 
OF RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE (1) 
SHALL NOT BE APPLIED TO A MEM- 
BER WHO RETIRES ON ACCOUNT OF 
DISABILITY AS PROVIDED IN SEC- 
TIONS 26-24, 26-25 AND 26-26, AND (2) 
SHALL IN NO CASE EXCEED THIRTY 
PER CENT. 


Sec. 26-23. Same — Deferred RETIRE- 
MENT. . 


(a) Should any member who has ten 
or more years of credited service separate 
from the EMPLOY of the city prior to his 
attainment of age sixty years, for any rea- 
son except HIS RETIREMENT DIS- 
CHARGE or death, he shall be entitled to 
a retirement allowance provided for in 
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section 26-22, PURSUANT TO THE PRO- 
VISIONS IN FORCE AT THE TIME OF 
HIS SEPARATION FROM CITY EM- 
PLOYMENT: PROVIDED, THAT HE 
DOES NOT WITHDRAW HIS ACCUMDU- 
LATED CONTRIBUTIONS FROM THE 
EMPLOYEES SAVINGS FUND. HIS said 
retirement allowance shall begin THE 
FIRST DAY OF THE CALENDAR 
MONTH NEXT FOLLOWING THE 
MONTH IN WHICH HIS application for 
same is filed with the board of trustees, 
ON OR AFTER his attainment of age 
sixty years. 


*(b) Any member who had five or more 
years of credited service and was trans- 
ferred from the EMPLOY of the city to 
the employ of Ingham County health de- 
partment on July 1, 1947, shall remain a 
member during the period he is employed 
by the Ingham County health department. 
Whenever the sum of his city-credited ser- 
vice and his Ingham County credited service 
equals AT LEAST TEN years he shall be- 
come entitled to a deferred retirement 
allowance computed according to section 
26-22 upon the basis of his city credited 
service. In determining his final average 
compensation his compensations paid by 
Ingham County health department shall 
be treated as if they were paid by the 
city. His retirement allowance shall begin 
THE FIRST DAY OF THE CALENDAR 
MONTH NEXT FOLLOWING THE 
MONTH IN WHICH HIS application for 
same is filed with the board of trustess ON 
OR after (1) his attainment of age sixty 
years, or (2) his retirement from county 
EMPLOYMENT, whichever is later. In 
the event the member withdraws all or 
part of his accumulated contributions from 
the EMPLOYEES savings fund he shall 
thereupon cease to be a member and he 
shall forfeit all his rights in and to a 
deferred retirement allowance provided for 
in this section. 


Sec. 26-24. Total and permanent dis- 
ability — Conditions. 


‘((a) Upon the application of a member, 
or his department head ON HIS BEHALF, 
a member who (1) is in the EMPLOY of 
the city, (2) has ten or more years of 
credited service, and (3) becomes totally 
and permanently incapacitated for duty 
in the EMPLOY of the city by reason of 
a’ personal injury or disease, may be retired 
by the board of trustees: Provided, THAT 
(1) after a medical examination of the 
member made by or under the direction of 
the medical director, the medical director 
certifies to the board that the member is 
mentally or physically totally incapacitated 
for duty in the EMPLOY of the city and 
that such incapacity will probably be per- 
manent, and (2) the report of the medical 
director is concurred in by the board. 


’(b) The ten year service requirement 
provided for in paragraph (a) of this sec- 
tion shall be waived for a member in the 
event (1) the board finds he is totally and 
permanently incapacitated for duty in 
the EMPLOY of the city as the natural 
and proximate result of a personal injury 
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or disease arising out of and in the course 
of his actual performance of duty in the 
EMPLOY of the city, and (2) he is in 
receipt of workmen’s compensation on 
account of his total and permanent in- 
capacity occurring as the result of his city 
employment. 


Sec. 26-25. Same—Computation of bene- 
ts. 


(a) Upon his retirement on account of 
disability, as provided in section 26-24, a 
member shall receive a disability retire- 
ment allowance computed according to the 
provisions of section 26-22, subsections 
(1), (2), and (4). In no case shall his 
disability retirement allowance payable 
to his attainment of age SIXTY-TWO years 
be less than fifteen per cent of his final 
average compensation, nor shall his dis- 
ability retirement allowance payable after 
his attainment of age SIXTY-TWO years 
be less than the sum of ten per cent of 
the first forty-two hundred dollars of his 
final average compensation and fifteen per 
cent of the portion, if any, of his final 
average compensation WHICH IS in excess 
of forty-two hundred dollars. His disability 
retirement allowance shall be subject to 
sections 26-32 and 26-33. 


(b) Upon his retirement he shall have 
the right to elect an option provided for 
in section 26-27, subject to the condition 
that if any benefits are paid under section 
26-28 on account of HIS death, (1) no 
RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE $shall he 
paid to his survivor beneficiary under an 
option A or B election provided for 
in section 26-27, and (2) if he dies before 
he has received in STRAIGHT LIFE re- 
tirement allowance payments an aggregate 
amount equal to, but not exceeding, his 
accumulated contributions standing to his 
credit in the EMPLOYEES savings fund 
at the time of his retirement, the difference 
between his accumulated contributions and 
the aggregate amount of STRAIGHT LIFE 
retirement allowance payments received 
by him shall be paid to hs designated bene- 
ficiary, if living, OTHERWISE TO HIS 
ESTATE. 


Sec. 26-26. Same—Recomputing benefits- 
—additional service credit. 


Upon termination of his workmen’s com- 
pensation, if any, arising on account of 
his city employment, or at his attainment 
of age sixty-five years, whichever occurs 
first, a disability retirant shall be given 
service credit for the period covered by 
his workmen’s compensation, and his dis- 
ability retirement allowance shall be AD- 
JUSTED to include such additional service 
credit. In no case shall such additional 
service credit include any period beyond 
a retirant’s attainment of age sixty-five 
years. 


Sec. 26-27. RETIREMENT ALLOW- 
ANCE options. 


Any member may, prior to the effective 
date of his retirement but not thereafter, 
elect to receive his retirement allowance as 
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a STRAIGHT LIFE RETIREMENT AL- 
LOWANCE payable throughout his life and 
terminating at his death, or he may elect 
to receive the actuarial equivalent of his 
STRAIGHT LIFE retirement allowance, 
at that time, in a _ reduced retirement 
allowance payable throughout his life, 
and nominate a beneficiary, in accordance 
with the provisions of option 1, A, or B 
set forth BELOW: 


(1) Cash refund annuity—option 1. If 
a retirant, WHO ELECTED OPTION 1, 
dies before he has received in payment of 
the annuity portions of his reduced retire- 
ment allowance an aggregate amount equal 
to, but not exceeding, his accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
EMPLOYEES savings fund at the time of 
his retirement, the difference between his 
accumulated contributions and the ag- 
gregate amount of annuity payments re- 
ceived by him shall be paid to such person 
or persons as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed 
with the board of trustees. If there be no 
such designated person surviving the re- 
tirant, such difference, if any, shall be 
paid to his ESTATE. 


(A) Joint and survivor allowance—option 
Upon the death of a _ retirant, WHO 
ELECTED OPTION A, his reduced re- 
tirement allowance shall be continued 
throughout the life of and paid to such 
person, HAVING AN INSURABLE IN- 
TEREST IN HIS LIFE, as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the board of 
trustees prior to the effective date of his 
retirement. 


(B) Modified joint and survivor allowance 
—option B. Upon the death of a retirant, 
WHO ELECTED OPTION B, one-half of 
his reduced retirement allowance shall be 
continued throughout the life of and paid 
to such person, HAVING AN INSURABLE 
INTEREST IN HIS LIFE, as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the board of trus- 
tees prior to the effective date of his re- 
tirement. 


Sec. 26-28. Death incurred in line of duty 
—BENEFITS. 


In the event (1) a member dies as the 
result of a personal injury or disease aris- 
ing SOLELY AND EXCLUSIVELY out of 
and in the course of his employment by the 
city, or (2) a disability retirant dies prior 
to attaining age sixty years and within a 
period of three years following his disabil- 
ity retirement as the result of the same 
injury or disease for which he retired, and 
in either case HIS death, injury or disease 
resulting in death, be found by the board 
of trustees to have occurred as the natural 
and proximate result of causes arising 
SOLELY AND EXCLUSIVELY out of and 
in the course of his actual performance 
of duty in the EMPLOY of the city, the 
applicable benefits provided in subsections 
(1), (2), (8) and (4) of this section shall 
be paid subject to the condition that work- 
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men’s compensation is paid on account of 
the death of the member or retirant. 


(1) Accumulated contributions. In the 
case of a deceased member, his accumu- 
lated contributions standing to his credit 
in the EMPLOYEES savings fund at the 
time of his death shall be paid in ac- 
cordance with section 26-31. 


(2) Widow’s benefits. (a) Upon termina- 
tion of the statutory period for payment 
of workmen’s compensation to the widow 
of the deceased member or retirant, the 
widow, if not remarried, shall receive a 
widow’s pension equal to the widow’s 
weekly workmen’s compensation converted 
to an annual basis. Such pension shall 
a UPON her remarriage or 
eath. 


(b) As used in this section, the term 
‘‘widow”’’ means the person to whom the 
deceased member or retirant was married 
at the TIME his employment with the city 
LAST TERMINATED. 


(3) Children’s benefits. Upon termina- 
tion of the statutory period for payment 
of workmen’s compensation to the child 
or children of the deceased member or re- 
tirant, the UNMARRIED children shall 
each receive a child’s pension equal to the 
echild’s weekly workmen’s compensation 
converted to an annual basis. Such child’s 
pension shall terminate upon his attain- 
ment of age TWENTY-ONE years, or 
death or marriage prior thereto. Should 
the widow’s pension be terminated as pro- 
vided in subsection (2) of this section, and 
should an unmarried child or children 
under age TWENTY-ONE years OF THE 
DECEASED MEMBER OR RETIRANT 
survive the widow, each such child’s pen- 
sion shall be increased by AN EQUAL 
share of THE widow’ Ss pension. 


(4) Dependent parents benefits. Upon 
termination of the statutory period for 
payment of workmen’s compensation to 
the parent or parents of said deceased 
member or retirant, the parent or parents 
shall each receive a parent’s pension equal 
to the parent’s weekly workmen’s com- 
pensation converted to an annual basis. 
THE parent’s pension SHALL Seren ate 
upon remarriage or death. 


Sec. 26-29. NON-DUTY DEATH BENE- 
FITS—ELECTION OF OPTION. 


Any member who continues in the em- 
ploy of the city on or after the date he 
acquires TEN years of credited service, 
may at any time prior to his retirement 
elect option A, provided for in section 26-27, 
in the same manner as if he were then 
retiring from CITY EMPLOYMENT, and 
nominate a beneficiary whom the board 
of trustees finds to be dependent upon the 
member for at least fifty per cent of his 
support due to lack of financial means. 
Prior to the effective date of his retire- 
ment, a member may revoke his election 
of option A and nomination of beneficiary, 
and HE MAY again elect option A and 
nominate a beneficiary as provided in this 
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section. UPON THE DEATH OR MAR- 
RIAGE OR REMARRIAGE OF THE SAID 
BENEFICIARY PRIOR TO THE EF- 
FECTIVE DATE OF THE MEMBER’S 
RETIREMENT HIS ELECTION OF 
OPTION A AND NOMINATION OF 
BENEFICIARY SHALL BE AUTO- 
MATICALLY REVOKED. Upon the 
death of a member who has an option A 
election in force, his beneficiary shall im- 
mediately receive the same _ retirement 
allowance to which the beneficiary would 
have been entitled AS if the member had 
retired under an option A election the day 
preceding the date of his death, notwith- 
standing that he MIGHT not have attained 
age sixty years. If a member has an 
option A election AND NOMINATION OF 
BENEFICIARY in force at the time of 
his retirement his election of option A 
and nomination of beneficiary shall there- 
after continue in force: PROVIDED, THAT 
within sixty days preceding the date of 
his retirement, BUT NOT THEREAFTER, 
he SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO ELECT 
to take his retirement allowance as a 
STRAIGHT LIFE retirement allowance 
or under option 1 or B provided for in 
Section 26-27. No retirement allowance 
shall be paid under this section on account 
of the death of a member if any benefits 
are PAYABLE OR TO BE PAYABLE 
under section 26-28 on account of. his 
death. 


Sec. 26-30. Same—Automatic option A 
PROVISION. 


Any member who continues in the employ 
of the city on or after the date he acquires 
TEN years of credited service, and does 
not have an option A election, as provided 
for in section 26-29, in force, and (1) dies 
while in the employ of the city, and (2) 
leaves a widow, or in the case of a female 
member leaves a widower whom the board 
of trustees finds to be totally and per- 
manently disabled and to have been de- 
pendent upon the female member for at 
least fifty per cent of his FINANCIAL 
support, the widow or widower shall IM- 
MEDIATELY receive a retirement allow- 
ance computed in the same manner in all 
respects as if the said member had, (1) 
retired effective the day preceding. the 
date of his death, notwithstanding that 
he MIGHT not have attained age sixty 
years, (2) elected option A provided for 
in section 26-27, and (8) nominated the 
widow or widower as _ beneficiary. No 
retirement allowance shall be paid under 
this section on account of the death of a 
member of any benefits are PAYABLE OR 
TO BE PAYABLE under section 26-28 
on account of his death. 


Sec. 26-31. Return of accumulated con- 
tributions. 


(a) Should a member cease to be an 
employee of the city before HE HAS 
SATISFIED THE AGE AND SERVICE 
REQUIREMENTS FOR RETIREMENT AS 
PROVIDED IN SECTION 26-21 AND IS 
NOT OTHERWISE entitled to a retire- 
ment allowance, he shall be paid his ac- 
cumlated contributions standing to his

credit in the EMPLOYEES savings fund 
UPON HIS demand in writing on forms 
furnished by the board of trustees. 


(b) Except as otherwise provided in this 
chapter, should a member die before his 
retirement becomes effective his accumu- 
lated contributions standing to his credit 
in the EMPLOYEES savings fund at the 
time of his death shall be paid to such 
person or persons as he shall have nomin- 
ated by written designation duly executed 
and filed with the board of trustees. If 
there be no such designated person or per- 
sons surviving the deceased member, his 
accumulated contributions shall be paid 
to his legal representative, SUBJECT TO 
SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION. 


(c}) In the event a member dies without 
heirs and without having nominated a 
beneficiary, his accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the EMPLOYEES 
savings fund at the time of his death may 
be used to pay his burial expense, not to 
exceed a reasonable sum to be determined 
by the board of trustees; provided he 
leaves no other estate sufficient for such 
purpose. 


(d) Payment of refunds of accumulated 
contributions may be made in installments 
according to such rules and regulations 
as the board of trustees may, from time 
to time, adopt. 


Sec. 26-32. Re-examination of disability 
retirants, 


At least once each year during the first 
five years following the retirement of a 
member with a disability retirement allow- 
ance, and at least once in every three year 
period thereafter the board of trustees 
may, and upon HIS application shall, re- 
quire any disability retirant, who has not 
attained age sixty years, to undergo a 
medical examination to be made by or 
under the direction of the medical director. 
Should any such disability retirant refuse 
to submit to such medical examination in 
any such period his DISABILITY retire- 
ment allowance may be discontinued BY 
THE BOARD until his withdrawal of 
such refusal. Should such refusal continue 
for one year all his rights in and to a 
disability retirement allowance may be 
revoked by the board. If, upon such medi- 
cal examination of a retirant, the medical 
director reports to the board, and his report 
is concurred in by the board, that the 
retirant is physically able and capable of 
resuming employment WITH THE CITY, 
he shall be RE-EMPLOYED BY the city 
and his disability retirement allowance 
shall terminate. In RE-EMPLOYING the 
retirant reasonable latitude shall be allowed 
the city in placing him in a position com- 
mensurate to his type of work and rate of 
compensation at the time of his retirement. 


Sec. 26-33. Same — RETURNING TO 
CITY EMPLOYMENT. 


A disability retirant who has been or 
shall be returned to THE EMPLOY OF 
THE CITY, as provided in section 26-32, 
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shall from the date of his return again 
become a member OF THE RETIREMENT

Sec. 26-34. Method of financing — EM- 
PLOYEES savings fund. 


(a) The EMPLOYEES savings fund is 
hereby created. It shall be the fund in 
which shall be accumulated, at regular 
interest, the contributions deducted from 
the compensations of members to provide 
their annuities; and from which shall be 
MADE TRANSFERS, and paid refunds, 
of accumulated contributions, as provided 
in this chapter. 
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(b) The contributions of a member to the 
retirement system shall be THE SUM OF 
three per cent of the first forty-two hun- 
dred dollars of his annual compensation 
plus five per cent of the portion, if any, of 
his annual compensation WHICH IS in 
excess of forty-two hundred dollars. 


(c) The City Controller or other officer

(d) The contributions provided for herein 
shall be made, notwithstanding that the 
minimum compensation provided by law 
for any member shall be changed thereby, 
Every member shall be deemed to consent 
and agree to the deductions made and pro- 
vided herein. Payment of his compensation 
less such deductions for his contributions 
shall be full and complete discharge and 
acquittance of all claims and demands 
whatsoever for the services rendered by 
such person during the period covered by 
such payments, except as to benefits pro- 
vided under this chapter.

Dear Chairmen: 

As you will recall, a meeting was held at 
the Embers Restaurant in Holt, Michigan, 
at which time the advisability of combin- 
ing radio maintenance for all city depart- 


ments, with the exception of the Board of 
Water and Light was discussed. 


The building presently housing the Police 
Department Radio Laboratory is rapidly 
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becoming obsolete. This building was for- 
merly the Bingham Street Fire Station. 


In order to implement the plan for com- 
bining all radio maintenance, it is im- 
perative that a newer, more centrally lo- 
cated base station be provided. It is the 
recommendation of this Committee that the 
building presently owned by the City and 
formerly used by the Township Fire De- 
partment at Holmes Road and Washington 
Avenue be used for this purpose. This 
building would be adequate for our needs, 
and is centrally located within the area to 
be serviced. Secondly, there would be no 
problem in erecting an aerial tower inso- 
far as aircraft are concerned, since Radio 
Station WILS has towers located in the 
immediate area. 


The departments which will be serviced 
by this merger, in addition to Police and 
Fire are: Parks and Recreation; Public 
Service, Traffic Engineer; and the Ingham 
County Sheriff Dept. (The Sheriff Depart- 
ment radio system is presently serviced 
by our Radio Division.) 


It is estimated that the cost for additional 
new equipment which will be necessary to 
maintain the Public Service Department 
vehicles is $2,000; for parts and supplies 
—$1,500—making a total cost of $3,500. 
It will also be necessary to employ only 
one (1) additional civilian Radio Tech- 
ncian IV-A @ $5,716 per year, to augment 
the Radio Division’s present personnel. 


We would also like to point out that the 
Radio Division does not have any means of 
transportation permanently assigned to it; 
and it has become increasingly necessary 
for this division to make service mainte- 
nance calls and trips to local supply houses 
for necessary parts and supplies. It is 
our recommendation that one of the pres- 
ent Police Department detective cars, pres- 
ently scheduled to be turned in on ’65 
Oldsmobilies be retained for this Division’s 
use. The trade-in allowance being granted 
by Story Oldsmobile, Inc., on our present 
Purchase Order No. 4290 for 21 ’65 “88” 
Oldsmobiles is $873. Your immediate deci- 
sion is imperative regarding this car, since 
this order was issued October 6, 1964, for 
immediate delivery, which we are expect- 
ing momentarily. 


It is noteworthy to point out that if 
this detective car is retained, we will be 
able to install technical equipment when 
necessary, for checking out interference 
problems, since the cable wiring, etc., is 
already installed and interchangeable in 
this car. 


The tentative projected date for this 
merger is February 1, 1964.

Gentlemen : 


As a result of our audit of the financial 
records of the City of Lansing for the 
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year ended June 30, 1964, we are present- 
ing for your consideration certain recom- 
mendations pertaining to accounting pro- 
cedures, policies and practices relating to 
City accounting. We urge consideration of 
these recommendations with the goal of 
improved internal control and the over-all 
effectiveness of the accounting system. 


In an effort this year to centralize ac- 
counting functions and records in the 
Division of Accounting, certain accounting 
and bookkeeping procedures imperative for 
good record keeping have not been main- 
tained. At the year end detailed records of 
certain accounts receivable and taxes re- 
ceivable were not in balance with controls. 
The accuracy of the distribution of pay- 
rolls and deductions were not verified be- 
fore payrolls were released and it has 
necessitated many corrections in subsequent 
periods. Some detail appropriations and 
expenditures records and some detail bud- 
geted revenues records are not being bal- 
anced with controls, It is very important, 
in fact, a basic requirement of good record 
keeping to balance the subsidiary records 
with the appropriate control] account each 
month. We recommend this be done. 


In prior years the property, plant and 
equipment of the City was accounted for 
by an annual inventory and _ estimated 
values were used. In our letter to the 
City on September 10, 1962, we explained 
in detail the procedures being used and 
recommended centralized records be main- 
tained to account for all fixed assets of the 
City and that assets be valued on a basis 
in accordance with generally accepted ac- 
counting principles. The independent audi- 
tors who examined the City records for 
the year ended June 30, 1963, in their letter 
of September 20, 1963, also made a similar 
recommendation. To date the recommended 
accounting for fixed assets has not been 
effected and there is a definite weakness 
in physical control over the properties of 
the City. The old system of annually in- 
ventorying fixed assets is not a recognized 
procedure and did not accomplish proper 
control but it did provide some account- 
ability for these assets and some basis, 
even though inadequate, for auditing pur- 
poses. Considering the large investment 
of the City in property, plant and equip- 
ment, it seems imperative to maintain 
complete records of these assets to have 
accountability and control. é 


Procedures previously established in the 
Division of Acounting for the control of 
receipts from traffic violations were dis- 
continued during this year. Frequent com- 
parison of the controller’s copies of unpaid 
tickets should be made with those of the 
municipal court to insure that the treasurer 
is receiving all collections on traffic tickets. 


The present method of including the 
financial activities of the Civic Center 
within the general fund does not appear 
to be in complete compliance with the City 
Code which restricts the proce-ds from the 
operation of the Civic Center for expendi- 
tures of the Civic Center and retirement 
of the outstanding debt. 
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The financial transactions relating to 
the operation of the Public Service Depart- 
ment equipment and inventories are in- 
cluded within the general fund, but are 
not under budgeting control. The Na- 
tional Committee on Government Account- 
ing recommends that activities of this 
nature be recorded in a working capital 
fund and accounted for on a basis similar 
to a commercial enterprise. This method 
of accounting would provide for recording 
all expenses of operations including a 
provision for depreciation, and make pos- 
sible an analysis of the adequacy of 
charges made for the use of equipment. 


We recommend that the financial activi- 


ties of the Civic Center and those of the 


Public Service Department pertaining to 
equipment operating and inventory usage 
be recorded in separate funds and ac- 
counted for in accordance with the City 
Code and recommended governmental ac- 
counting procedures. 


We have been informed that steps have 
been taken for the year 1964-65 to imple- 
ment the above recommendations relative 
to the Civic Center and Public Service De 
partment. 


We recommend that payroll checks be 
distributed periodically directly to em- 
ployees by personnel of the accounting 
division not engaged in the payroll prepa- 
ration. This would be an additional control 
over payroll expenditures. 


The City adopted a purchasing ordinance 
effective July 1, 1963. It provides that 
purchases under $1,000.00 shall be made 
in open market on three competitive bids. 
The bids can be solicited by mail, tele- 
phone or public notice on bulletin boards 


and the agent is to keep a record of all- 


bids—open to public inspection. In our 
review of these bids on a test basis, we 
could not find records of competitive bids 
in all cases, Also, the extensive use of 
blanket purchase orders appears to have 
created some problems in accounting since 
no record is maintained in the purchasing 
department until it obtains a receiving re- 
port from a department. Since the ordi- 
nance does not provide for use of blanket 
purchase orders, we suggest that the Coun- 
cil determine if it is an authorized pro- 
cedure. Inasmuch as this is a new depart- 
ment and operating with limited personnel, 
it would be advisable to make a careful 
review of procedures to determine if there 
may be additional steps taken to make cen- 
tralized purchasing more effective within 
the framework of the new ordinance. 


We will be pleased to discuss the above 
recommendations with you if we can be 
of further assistance.

You have inquired as to the legal effect 
of the Resolution passed Monday, Novem- 
ber 9, 1964, creating the unclassified posi- 
tion entitled ‘Legislative Assistant.” It 
is my considered opinion that in light of 
the “history” of this resolution, the creation 
of such a position in this fashion could 
not withstand judicial attack. I _ shall 
herein elaborate some of the factors leading 
to this conclusion. 


As a general rule, the powers of a 
municipal corporation are to be strictly 
construed, and any doubt concerning the 
grant of power to the municipality is to be 
resolved against the grant, Toebe v. City 
of Munising 282 Mich. 1. Further, a mun- 
icipal corporation has those powers granted 
in express words or fairly and necessarily 
implied therefrom, and those powers essent- 
ial to the accomplishment of its declared 
objects but not those merely convenient. 
The City of Lansing Charter is silent on 
the subject of the employment of a “‘legisla- 
tive assistant.” On the other hand, it is 
quite explicit on the manner of creating 
administrative officers and agencies, and 
in prescribing the powers and duties to 
said officers and agencies. (See Sec. 7.23 
and 7.24 of the Charter). A fundamental 
concept of legislative interpretation is that 
“Express mention in a statute (charter) 
of one thing implies the exclusion of other 
similar things.” (See Taylor vs. Michigan 
Public Service Commission 217 Mich. 400, 
Sebewaing Industries, Inc. vs. Village of 
Sebewaing 3387 Mich. 530.) Since only the 
creation of additional ‘‘administrative posi- 
tions’? is authorized by charter, its logical 
implication is that creation of ‘“‘legislative’’ 
positions was intended to be excluded. (The

same basic concept applies with regard to 
the express charter creation of the post of 
administrative assistant to the mayor; the 
ereation of a like position for the council 
is excluded by implication.) 


Of significance also is the fact that the 
position here in question has been given 
the title of ‘“‘Legislative Assistant,” which 
would reasonably imply that the occupant 
of said position would have duties related 
to the legislative function in the prepara- 
tion and/or drafting of city legislation 
pursuant to Chapter 6 of the Charter. 
However, the powers and duties of this 
position are not spelled out in the resolu- 
tion. If, in fact, the occupant of this 
position were merely to continue the admin- 
istrative duties previously delegated to him, 
he would be as much in violation of the 
Charter as before the passage of the re- 
solution. The legal maxim that that which 
eannot be done directly, may likewise not 
be accomplished by indirection or by “an 
obscure, circuitous method’ would cer- 
tainly apply to this set of facts. 


It should also be pointed out that the 
council resolution calls for the creation 
of an “unclassified postion.’’ Although the 
original classification plan for city em- 
ployees excluded ‘“‘appointed officers” from 
the Classified Service, the amendment to 
the classified plan, which became effective 
October 1, 1963, added all appointed officers 
and staff assistants to the classified pay 
plan (i.e. the creation of Levels IX through 
XII.) Since by the personnel ordinance, 
specifically Sec. 2-3 (a), the personnel 
director is instructed to prepare, install 
and maintain a classification plan for 
all positions in the city, it would appear 
that the attempt to create an unclassified 
position by resolution would be directly in 
conflict with a duly adopted ordinance of 
the City of Lansing.

SUBJECT: Audit Recommendations 


The recommendations contained in the 
Harris, Reames and Ambrose communica- 
tion of November 10, 1964, have been re- 
viewed, and the following report is made 
on the status of the recommendations. 


1. Reconciliation of detail account ledgers 
with controls. 


This function has been accomplished 
regularly on a monthly basis throughout the 
fiscal year with the exception of the last 
month of the fiscal year. As a result of 
the loss of employees through extended ill- 
ness and transfer to other duties, it be- 
came a physical impossibility to perform 
all routine monthly closing operations 
while at the same time attempting to com- 
plete the year end closing of the books. 


With the exception of reconciliation of 
detail delinquent tax records with the 
County Treasurer’s Office, all necessary 
reconciliations are again being accomplished 
on a monthly basis. With respect to delin- 
quent taxes, these were reconciled late in 
1963 by Mr. Harris Jackson as a part of his 
regular internal audit duties. After his 
resignation, no personnel with in the Ac- 
counting Division were available for spend- 
ing the several days required in Mason to 
perform this function, and this situation 
continues to the present time. Monthly 
reconciliation of these records would not 
be practical; however, it is recommended 
that Mr. Hopkins be assigned to accomplish 
this work in the immediate future and at 
reasonable periodic intervals in the future. 
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2. Payroll distributions and deductions, 


The recent installation of the new check 
signing and protectographing equipment 
together with an improved system of con- 
trol made possible by this equipment has 
corrected the problem in those related 
operations. 


The transfer of all payroll distribution 
functions and institution of a new payroll 
distribution system have taken care of any 
remaining problems in connection with 
this recommendation. 


38. Accounting control over fixed assets. 


One of the very first assignments given 
to Mr. Jackson upon his appointment as 
interna] auditor was the development of an 
adequate system of records and control over 
fixed assets, as well as establishment of a 
system for recording of depreciation on 
utility assets to conform to generally ac- 
cepted standards. The system design was 
completed with the assistance of the prop- 
erty accountant for the State. The neces- 
sary records were developed for several 
smaller departments; however, all progress 
on this program ceased when Mr. Jackson 
left. Recently, the Mayor requested me to 
assign some specific duties to Mr. Hopkins, 
and the continuation of this program was 
selected as most vital. Mr. Hopkins has 
been working on this program, and if con- 
stant and diligent effort is maintained, it 
should be possible to complete this program 
by the end of the current fiscal year. 


4. Control of traffic violations receipts. 


The recommendation that further internal 
controls be established covering traffic vio- 
lation receipts is in full accord with the 
desires of this office. The prior practice 
of filing and sorting the thousands of viola- 
tion tickets processed annually required a 
considerable amount of man hours and 
resulted in no effective internal control 
except for possible physiological effects. 
At the suggestion of the previous audit 
firm, the former inadequate and time con- 
suming procedure was discontinued, and 
a program of random testing and follow 
up on tickets instituted. Again, the loss 
of the services of Mr. Jackson terminated 


the program, and lack of personnel has. 


prevented the reinstitution of the control 
program. Certainly some program of con- 
trol is necessary, and it is recommended 
that Mr. Hopkins be assigned to perform 
this function with particular emphasis on 
revising the present system of operation 
of the violations bureau where the per- 
sonnel handling mail in payments also 
have direct access to the files of unpaid 
tickets. 


5. Segregation of Civic Center funds. 


Inasmuch as this action is an accom- 
plished fact, no further comment is neces- 
sary. 


6. Budget control over Public Service De- 
partment equipment and Inventories. 
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The segregation of Public Service equip- 
ment accounts into a ‘“‘Working Capital 
Fund” at July 1, 1964, completed the pro- 
gram initiated by this office two years ago 
to place all expenditure accounts under 
budgetary control as required by Charter. 


The handling of inventories and opera- 
tion of storerooms is covered by the Pur- 
chasing Ordinance and are the responsibil- 
ity of the Purchasing Agent. It is recom- 
mended that the Purchasing Agent be in- 
structed to proceed with implementation 
of Ordinance provisions in connection with 
storerooms involving all City Departments 
as soon as possible. 


7. Distribution of Payroll Checks. 


The recommendation concerning distribu- 
tion of payroll checks direct to employees 
is desirable. However, no personnel pre- 
sently within the Accounting Division are 
qualified to properly perform this function 
because of their involvement at one point 
or another in processing of payrolls. Mr. 
Jackson did conduct payoffs in some depart- 
ments while serving as internal auditor. 
However, no such procedure has been fol- 
lowed since his departure. It is recom- 
mended that this function could more pro- 
perly be handled by the Personnel Depart- 
ment or through the internal audit func- 
tion, 


8. Purchasing Division Operations. 


The problems referred to here have pre- 
viously been brought to the attention of 
the Mayor and City Council, particularly 
with respect to the subsequent problems 
created in the Accounting Division through 
the use of “blanket orders.”? The recom- 
mendation of the auditors in this regard 
is concurred in and an expeditious review 
is advisable. 


Further amplification of these matters 
will be submitted if desired, and I would 


‘be pleased to meet with the Mayor, City 


Council, and Auditors to review these 
matters in greater detail if necessary.

Please be advised that the Office of City 
Treasurer has processed and forwarded ap- 
proximately 47,400 tax statements to prop- 
erty owners for payment of December, 1964, 
County and School taxes. The total spread 
for collection by this office amounts to 
$13,382,885.08, which includes regular taxes, 
delinquent July taxes, and special assess- 
ments, Landel Charges, sidewalk and tree 
removal costs. 


The regular December county and school 
taxes spread for collection amount to 
$13,176,965.42 of this total. Real estate 
taxes total $9,650,566.97, of this amount, 
and personal property taxes $3,526,398.45. 


The total County and Lansing School Dis- 
trict tax rate is $40.00 per $1000 of as- 
sessed value compared to $41.58 in 1963. 
The total County and that part of the 
Lansing School District made up of the 
former Maple Grove School District is 
$42.78 compared to $45.69 in 1963. 


The County and East Lansing School 
District rate is $39.35 compared to $37.09

2. If US-127, as presently established, 
is abandoned as a trunkline there will be 
absolutely no direct access to the newly 
established trunkline from the south County 
line to the center of the City of Lansing 
and existing rights will have been arbi- 
trarily destroyed. 


8. The best interests of the economy of 
this metropolitan area and the State re- 
quire the retention of Cedar Street as a 
State Trunkline Business Route following 
the already established procedure and policy 
within similar metropolitan areas of the 
state. 


4. It is pointed out that the Tri-County 
Regional Planning Commission presently 
are engaged in the development of an over- 
all transportation plan as required by 
Federal regulations for participating Fed- 
eral Highway Funds and the proposed 
abandonment would seem premature and 
ill-advised until the overall plan has been 
completed, 


Therefore, It would appear reasonable 
and proper that various units of govern- 
ment should review and agree on proposed 
changes or abandonments. It is suggested 
that the State review their policy so that 
there will be better cooperation and under- 
standing by all of its units of government.

How- 
ever, this would bring the design up to 
full capacity.

1. Commissions will be allowed at the 
rate of 6% on the Gross Sale Price for 
certain designated parcels in Lansing’s 
Urban Renewal Project.

a. Be the originator of the transac- 
tion. A broker who presents a prospect 
with whom the City is already in active 
negotiation will not be eligible for com- 
mission. 


b. Carry on continuous contacts and 
negotiations with the prospect unless 
requested to do otherwise by the City. 
If the City carries on its negotiations 
directly, with the knowledge of the 
broker who originated the transaction, 
that broker will be paid his full com- 
mission if the transaction is consum- 
mated. 


c. Provide a written statement in 
which the prospect designates the broker 
as his sole agent in the proposed trans- 
action. A broker not so designated will 
not be recognized as an agent of a 
redeveloper.

3. Under Federal regulations, no fee or 
commission can be paid to any official

Gentlemen: 


Subsequent to the design of the subject 
project, the Public Service Department has 
taken the position that Northrup Street 
will soon become a major thoroughfare and 
that all cortstruction should be accomplished 
as stages for same, therefore, this Change 
Order No. 2 increases the lengths of the 
catchbasin leads to accommodate a 46 ft. 
wide street in lieu of a 30 ft. width. 


This change order increases Item 9— 
catchbasin leads—by $208.00 and Item 19 
—earth excavation—by $2,940.00 with no 
change in contract time. These costs are 
recommended to be born by the City and 
not assessed to the property owner. 


This change order is presented for your 
concurrence and approval.

Gentlemen : 


Prior to the 1964-65 budget, a_ staff 
recommendation for the completion of aeri- 
al photography and mapping was reviewed. 
Council authorization for $25,000.00 was 
the result of a cost estimate. This cost 
estimate subsequently proved to be inade- 
quate to complete the City limits. The 
estimate was made basically on rural areas 
for which the cost doubled in the unmapped 
urban area. 


During the development of the Drainage 
Master Plan, the drafting requirements 
were to be met by aerial photography. The 
defined areas for study exceeded the map- 
ping area. The Department was informed 
that the Board of Water and Light was in- 
terested in this mapping to the degree that 
the Board requested an estimate which 
amounted to about $13,000.00. Subsequent- 
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ly, that Board has authorized this amount in 
the anticipation that all areas would have 
been completed. 


Some mapping has been charged to speci- 
fic bond drainage areas as the most efficient 
method of doing this engineering work. 
Where no Bond Issue exists, these maps 
have been charged against the Capital Im- 
provement Fund. It is now necessary to 
gain Council approval for completing the 
mapping with existing funds. No exact 
estimate is prepared, however, it is esti- 
mated to be $4,500.00.
